The following definition and account of the discovei 
development of Christian Science was especially writt 
this series. Its author, Mr. William Denison McCr 
has distinguished himself in the field of historical litei 
as the writer of "The Rise of the Swiss Republic," "Roi 
of Teutonic Switzerland,'' "Little Idyls of a Big W 
and other standard works. 

Mr. McCrackan is particularly well equipped to wri 
the subject of Christian Science, as for many years h 
been prominently identified with the movement, not on 
a contributor to the periodicals, but as first reader oi 
Mother Church, 1905-1908, and as a member of the I 
of lectureship since the latter date. 

IN order to understand what is meant by the 
covery of Christian Science^ it is necessary firj 
all to understand what is meant by Christian Sci 
itself. It is quite useless to attempt to appreciate 
importance of this discovery^ or even to estimate 
meaning of the attendant circumstances^ while m 
taining ignorance of the Science discovered. Th 
fore it will be wise to turn first of all to the definiti 
given by Mary Baker Eddy, Discoverer and Foub 
of Christian Science. 

In her work "Science and Health with Key to 
Scriptures," the text-book of Christian Science, A! 
Eddy states: — 

"In the year 1866, I discovered the Christ Sciei 
or divine laws of Life, Truth, and Love, and nan 
my discovery Christian Science" (p. 107).

"1. The discovery of this divine Science of M 
healings through a spiritual sense of the Script 
and through the teachings of the Comforter, as pi 
ised by the Master. 

"2. The proofy by present demonstrati<m^ that 
so-called miracles of Jesus did not specially belon 
a dispensation now ended^ but that they illustr) 
an ever-operative divine Principle. The operatic] 
this Principle indicates the eternality of the scien 
order and continuity of being" (p. 123). 

In the opening words of her woA entitled *'R 
mental Divine Science," Mrs. Eddy states in repl 
the question "How would you define Christian 
ence?" "As the law of God, the law of good, in 
preting and demonstrating the divine Principle 
rule of universal harmony." 

It will be seen from these definitions that A 
Eddy based her discovery upon "a spiritual sense 
the Scriptures." Bom and brought up in a dev 
Christian home, Mrs. Eddy's life tendency, the ch 
acteristic of her striving and teaching, was deeply 
ligious, and her natural tendency was to look for I 
solution of human problems in the inspired word 
the Bible. She informs us in Science and Hei 
(p. 110):—

foimd the result of her discovery on Christian^ as 
tinct from merely philosophical, models. 

She saw that mankind at large had settled do^ 
the conviction that the works of primitive Christia 
belonged to a dispensation now ended, whereas 
gained the conviction from her study of the Bible t 
these works were in accordance with an ever-opera 
divine Principle which knew no limitation of time 
place. Christian Science, therefore, as founded 
Mrs. Eddy, once more placed mankind in possesi 
of a Christianity of works, of proofs of the heal 
efficacy inherent in the right understanding of GoJ 
Principle operating through immutable law.

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discovery of Christian Science^ is the qoesticm cant 
ceming the nature of Principle: the question^ Whai 
is God? 

Not until an answer is given to this all-absorbing 
and important question can the way be clear for a 
proper understanding of the basis of Christian Science. 
The need for answering this question is the more 
urgent because much of modern thought apparently 
assumes that it is possible to solve human problems 
while attempting to ignore the First Cause^ the creatoi 
and controller of the universe^ including man. So 
prevalent has become this attitude of mind that it is 
quite generally assumed that science^ or exact knowl- 
edge^ cannot concern itself with God at all or witb 
final causation^ but must content itself with the asce^ 
tainment of effects; that science cannot reach Uie 
understanding of noumenon^ but is limited to the con- 
sideration of phenomena. 

In answer to the question^ What is God? the 
Christian Science text-book gives us the following 
definition : — 

"God is incorporeal^ divine^ supreme^ infinite Mind, 
Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, Truth, Love" (Science 
and Health, p. 465). 

It results from this definition that the basis of 
Christian Science, the Principle of its healing, is 
wholly metaphysical, Le,, beyond the realm of phys- 
ical sense perception; that this Principle has no mate- 
rial form or body, is the highest possible authority, 
and is boundless in power and existence. It also fol-

Saa utbredt er 
denne taenkemaate blit^ at det temmelig almindelig 
antas at videnskap eller n^^iagtig kundskap slet ikke 
kan befatte sig med Gud eller med avgj^rende aar- 
saker^ men maa gi sig tilfreds med f astslaaen av virk- 
ninger; at videnskapen ikke kan naa frem til forstaael- 
sen av numenon^ men er indsknenket til betragtning 
av fflenomener. 

Som svar paa sp^rsmaalet: Hvad er Gud? gir 
Kristelig Videnskaps tekstbok os f^lgende defini- 
tioner : 

^^Gud er ulegemlig, goddommelig^ eneraadende^ uen- 
delig Sind, Aand^ Sjad, Princip, Liv, Sandhet^ Kjaer- 
lighet" (Science and Healthy s. 465).

Truth defines God as an established^ fixed real! 
and Lore sums up within itself every quality or a^ 
of good^ such as tenderness^ purity^ and justice, i 
this final synonym proclaims that God attracts i 
rules on the basis of the^immutable law of mercy. 

Now the fact that Life, Truth, and Lov^ act 
Principle, and through divine law heal the ^ick 
well as save the sinner — ^this fact constitutes a 
covery. It establishes spiritual healing as a sci 
not dependent upon blind belief or upon- me^ 
or expectation, but as capable of definite, precise, 
accurate demonstration. 

One need only examine prevalent beliefs about d 
and His relationship to man to ascertain how tn 
this healing science displays the characteristics oi 
discovery. 

According to prevailing beliefs, the nsature of (i 
is either mysterious or unknowable. His relation^ 
to man is supposed to be either based upon inexorJ 
so-called natural laws, capable of producing evil' 
Well as good, or else this relatitonship is said to

Sandhet definerer Gnd som en bevist^ fastslaat virke^ 
ligliet, og Kjfl^Hghet sammenfatter i sig alle detgodes 
egeiakaper eller nttryk^ som f . eks. ^mhet, renhet og 
retfsrdighet; dette sidste synonym knndgj0r at Gnd 
tiltradLker og styrer paa gmndlag av barmhjertij^ie- 
tens nforanderlige lov. 

Den kjendsgjeming at JJv, Sandhet og Kjaerlighet 
virker som Princip^ og gjennem goddommelig lov hel- 
breder den syke og f reiser synderen — denne kjends* 
gjeming er en opdagelse. Den grundfaester aandelig 
helbredelse som en videnskap, der ikke beror paa 
blind antagelse eller paa haap eller forvcutning alene, 
men lar sig bevise bestemt^ sikkert og n^agtig. 

Man beh0ver bare at unders^ke de almindelige fore^ 
stillinger om Gnd og Hans forhold til mennesket for 
at forvisse sig om at denne helbredende videnskap i 
sandhet har karakteren av en opdagelse. 

If^lge almindelige antagelser er Ghids natnr enten 
hemmelighetsfuld eller uutgrundelig. Man taenker sig 
at Hans forhold til mennesket enten er bygget paa 
nb^nh^rlige saakaldte natorlove^ der er istand til at

dependent upon acts of special and exceptional divim 
mterposition. Christian Science teaches and proYCi 
by its works that God is knowable through spintuai 
understanding; and that His relationship to man ii 
wholly normal and natural^ and inyariably good^ and 
so follows the course of His inunutable law of mercj. 
Furthermore, Christian Science by its practice proves 
tiiat God; Principle, is available in every hour of need, 
and ik> places within reach of every one the interpn- 
tation of Christianity as a demcmstrable religion. 

Thus Christian Science virtually exists as a contb- 
uation of primitive Christianity under modern cooitt* 
tions. It also proves that the divine laws of Lif^ 
Truth, and Love have always been in active operatio> 
throughout the ages and need only be understood te 
be applied to all manner of problems, mental, mor4 
and physical, and that the works of Bible times, tk 
works of the patriarchs and prophets^ of Jesns the 
Christ, his disciples and apostles, and of the earlj 
Christians for some three or four centuries after the 
crucifixion, do not belong to a dispensation now ended, 
but are capable of being definitely understood aiul 
practically demonstrated in all ages. 
' In the light of this teaching and practice of Chris- 
tian Science, it is possible to estimate at its true wortt 
the nature of .the discovery made by Mrs. Eddy and 
its bearing upon human life. Keeping in mind th^ 
facts that it came to her as the result of her study of 
the Scriptures, that it is no mere theory or barrel 
dedxine, but a living, practical science which illus- 
trates the acts recorded in the Scriptures and gener 
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dette f orhold er aviuengig av en saerlig og ualmindelig 
gadd ammelig mieglmgsakt.

I lys ay denne SIristelig Videnskaps l»re og utf^yelse 
blir det mulig at bed^mme naturen ay den ay Mrs. 
£ddy gjorte opdagelse og dens forbold til menneske- 
liyet efter dens sande ysrd. Naar man betaenker f^l- 
gende kjendsgjerninger^ at denne opdagelse bley bende 
tildel som resultatet ay bendes studium ay Den Hellige 
Skrift^ at den ikke er en blot og bar teori eller ufrugt- 
bar troslsere^ men en leyende^ praktisk yidenskap der 
anskueliggj^r de i Bibelen berettede gjeminger^ der 
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aBj called miraeles or ipoodcfs, and fhmt Cknaitim 
Science has already to Ha credit in all q oar t era €^ tk 
globe a m u lUUi de of marrdoiis transformations d 
character^ and cores of disease of the most maHf^nfli 
or baffling types^ many of sndi cases bsTing been d^ 
clared incurable by any known material method i^ 
healing, — bearing these facts in mind, one can moR 
readily see the momentous import of the disoorery tf 
Christian Science in hnman affairs. 

In toming to Mrs. Eddy's own writings for an cx- 
planaticm of the experiences ^Hiich broo^t her to tk 
threshold of this discorery, we find there a »MW">»r^ i^ 
significant indications of the coarse taken by he 
development. She writes of herself, nsing the iiad 
person, in the Preface of Science and Healtii (p. ym, 
"As early as 1862 she began to write down and giit 
to friends the results of her Scriptural study, for tk 
Bible was her sole teacher; but these compositioii 
were crude, — the Brat steps of a child in the newh 
discovered world of Spirit." These compositions dk 
not set forth the actual discovery of Christian Scienet 
but as she states on the socoeeding page of the satf 
work, "these jottings were only infantile lispings o^ 
Truth.'' She also wrote some essays during tli 
period, all tending to elucidate the main subject, tk 
omnipotence of God as Mind. The actual discova| 
of Christian Science did not take place until 1866. 

In her work "Retrospection and Introspection" Mil 
Eddy narrates some experiences of her childhood an 
her early struggles toward the light, and in a chapM 
entitled The Great Discovery she gives the first at

karakter ag helbredelser av sygdomme av de mest 
ondartede eller nberegnelige typer^ der i mange tilf side 
var blit eridaert for uhelbredelige ved hjslp av nogcn- 
somhelst kjendt materiel helbredelsesmetode — ^naar 
man tienker paa alle disse kjendsgjeminger^ kan man 
bedre forstaa den indgripende betydning opdagelsen 
ay Ejristelig Videnskap har i menneskelige f arhold. 

Idet Ti vender os til Mrs. Eddys egne skrifter for at 
faa en forklaring angaaende de erf aringer som ledet 
hende henimot denne opdagelse^ finder vi der en rsekke 
betydningsfulde angivelser av gangen i hendes utvik- 
ling. I forordet til ,,Science and Health" (s. viii) 
skriver hmi om sig selv i tredje person: ,^lerede i 
aaret 1862 begyndte hun at nedskrive og gi til venner 
resnltatene av sit bibelstndium^ ti Bibelen var hendes 
eneste laerer ; men disse arbeider var umodne — et bams 
f^rste skridt i Aandens nyopdagede verden." Disse 
arbeider fremstillet ikke den egentlige opdagelse av 
Kristelig Videnskap; men, som him erklierer paa 
nsste side i samme verk, ^^disse korte optegnelser var 
knn en bamlig fremstammen av Sandhet". Desuten 
skrev hun paa denne tid flere avhandlinger der alle 
bidrog til at belyse hovedemnet, Guds almagt som 
Sind. Den egentlige opdagelse av Kristelig Viden- 
skap fandt f0rst sted i aaret 1866. 

I sit verk ^^Retrospection and Introspection" (Til- 
bakeblik og selvbetragtninger) fortseller Mrs. Eddy 
om nogen erf aringer f ra sin barndom og om sin tidlige 
strsben henimot lyset, og i et kapitel som him kalder 
,,Den store opdagelse", gir him os den f^rste autoitiflke 
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thentk account of her discoTcry which ever appeared 
before the public. She writes on page 24: — 

"The discovery came to pass in this way. I>iiriiig 
twenty years prior to my discovery I had been tryinf 
to trace all physical effects to a mental cause; and Ib 
the latter part of 1866 I gained the scientific certaintr 
that all causation is Mind^ and every effect a mental 
phenomenon. 

"My iuunediate recovery from the effects of an in- 
jury caused by an accident, an injury that neither 
medicine nor surgery could reach, was the falling 
apple that led me to the discovery how to be wefi 
myself, and how to make others so." 

This chapter should be studied by all who desf/f 
to gain an insight into what subsequent events proved 
was a historic moment in the development of tk 
human race. 

From Mrs. Eddy's own description of her discoveij 
it is apparent that she did not claim to have discovered 
anything which did not already exist, much less t> 
have invented anything, but only after long years of 
research into mental causation, persistent study of tb( 
Scriptures, and as the result of personal experience, 
to have reached a spiritual conviction which was io 
truth a discovery. The discovery was likewise a reve- 
lation, because it could not be deduced from the ctI- 
dence of the physical senses, which it contradicts, M 
was the direct result of spiritual illumination. 

Her statement that she "gained the scientific cer 
tainty that all causation is Mind, and every effects 
mental phenomenon," was a logical conclusion drairn 
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beretning der nogensinde er blit offeiitUggj<)irt om 
hendes opdagelse. Paa side 24 skriver hun: 

^^Opdagelsen gik for sig paa f^lgende maate. I tyve 
aar f^r min opdagelse hadde det vsret min bestrebelse 
at f^re alle f ysiske virkninger tilbake til en mental aar- 
sak; mot slutten ay aaret 1866 vandt jeg den viden- 
skabelige visshet for at al foraarsakende kraft er Sind^ 
og enhver virkning et mentalt fsenomen. 

^^Min ^ieblikkelige helbredelse fra f^lgeme av en 
beskadigelse foraarsaket ved et ulykkestilfaelde^ en 
beskadigelse som hverken medicin eller kirurgi kunde 
jde nogen hjflelp for^ var det faldende epic der ledet 
mig til opdagelsen av hvorledes jeg selv kunde bli 
frisk og gj0re andre f riske." 

Dette kapitel skulde studeres av alle der ^nsker at 
faa et indblik i det som senere begivenheter bar bevist 
at vaere en historisk begivenhet i menneskeslegtens 
utvikling. 

Det fremgaar tydelig av Mrs. Eddys egen beskri^ 
velse av sin opdagelse at bun ikke paastod at ha opda- 
get noget som ikke paa forhaand eksisterte^ endnii 
mindre at ha opfundet nogetsomhelst^ men kun efter 
aarelang forskning angaaende mental foraarsakende 
kraft^ ihflerdig studimn av Den Hellige Skrift^ og som 
resultat av personlig erfaring^ at ha naadd f rem til en 
aandelig overbevisning der i sandhet var en opdagelsel 
Opdagelsen var tillike en aabenbaring^ fordi den ikke 
kunde avledes fra de fysiske sansers vidnesbyrd^ som 
den motsier^ men var det direkte resultat av aandelig 
oplysning. 

Hendes erklsring am at hun ^^vandt den videnska-* 
belige visshet for at al foraarsakende kraft er Sind/ og 
enhver virkning et mentalt faenomen"^ var en logisk 
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from her recognition of Gk>d as Mind. For if God ts 
Mind and is infinite at the same time^ He must be 
infinite Mind^ and as infinite Mind He most of neces- 
sity be the one and only cause^ producing and govenh 
ing every real effect. From this also follows the 
essential unreality of evil^ for if evil is real in the 
sense of being the effect of the only cause^ then God, 
the only cause, would be the creator and producer of 
eviL Now if God were the author of evil. He would 
be responsible for all human woe and misery, £<» sin, 
sickness, and death. If He were responsible for evil, 
it would be impossible to establish a definite standard 
of good and evil, and it would follow in human experi- 
ence that all efforts to overcome evil would have te 
contend against Grod, against His decrees and laws, 
and so these efforts would be found fighting eva 
against God Himself. 

Many new and novel considerations have c<HDe 
before the world as the result of the discovery (A 
Christian Science. Thus mankind has been brouglit 
face to face with the most elementary and deep-seated 
of all questions. It has been forced to ask itself what 
it really believes about God, about evil, the supposed 
opposite of God, about the essential nature of man 
and the universe, and through Christian Science a 
process of transformation is going on which is influ- 
encing the whole of human thought and leavening 
theology, medicine, and science with divine meta- 
physics. 

Thus the commonly accepted theories and doctrines 
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slntning^ tmkket fra hcndes erkjenddsc av at God er 
Sind. Ti hvis Gud er Sind og tillike er uendelig, maa 
Han vsre uendelig Sind, og som uendelig Sind maa 
Han n^yendigvis vere den ene og eneste aarsak, dtat 
freml»ringer og styrer enhver sand virkning. Herav 
f^lger ogsaa det ondes uvirkelige natnr; ti hvis det 
onde er virkelig i den forstand at det er virkningen 
ay den eneste aarsak, da vilde Gud, den eneste aarsak, 
vsere det ondes skaber og f rembringer. Hvis no Gud 
var det ondes ophav, vilde Han vsere ansvarlig for al 
menneskelig n^ og elendighet, for synd, sygdom og 
d^d. Hvis Han var ansvarlig for det onde, vilde det 
vaere amnlig at fastslaa en best^nt norm for godt og 
ondt, og f0lgen vilde bli i menneskets liv at alle be* 
strebelser for at overvinde det onde vilde vasre n^dt 
til at stride mot Gud, mot Hans f orordninger og love, 
og saaledes vilde disse bestrsbelser findes at kjsmpe 
endog mot Gud selv. 

Mange nye og ukjendte betragtninger er blit fore* 
lagt verden som resultat av opdagelsen av Kristelig 
Videnskap. Saaledes er menneskeheten blit stillet 
like overfor de mest elementaere og dyptgaaende av 
alle spf^rsmaal. Den er blit tvunget til at sp^rre sig 
selv hvad den virkelig tror om Gud, om det onde, Guds 
formodede motsietning, om menneskets og universets 
sande natur, og som en virkning av Kristelig Vid^i- 
skap f oregaar der er f orvandlingsproces som indvirker 
paa hele den menneskelige taenkning og gjennemsyrer 
teologi, medicin og videnskap med guddommelig meta- 
fy«ik. 

Saaledes undergaar de i almindelighet akcepterte 
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ftboot the essential nature of man are likewise expo 
encing a madLed change. 

Scholastic theology seems to have lost sight of 
made in the image and likeness of God^ man as 
scribed in the first chapter of Genesis. It has 
asserting for a long time that man is essentiallj 
miserable sinner^ full of evil propensities and te: 
cies, and that his expectations of reaching a con 
of salvation^ wholeness or completeness^ mns^ n 
sarily be slight by reason of his very unpropr 
start in life. In this view scholastic theology 
itself supported by anatomy and physiology as 
monly taught^ and by physical science and ma 
medicine as generally practised. 

According to physical science man is a ma 
mechanism^ and the practice of medicine resolves 
self into the manipulation of this mechanism thro 
outward or inward applications or medication. Iti 
true that physiology tries to place a mind in the brail 
but it leaves this mind in subjection to the brain itseK 
and teaches man's complete dependence for his abilit) 
to think upon the material condition of the brain. 

Again^ it is conceded that scholastic theology at- 
tempts to place a soul inside the material mechanisn 
which anatomy calls man^ but the position of the soi 
within the mechanism has never been determined^ am 
even the existence of this soul is admitted to be t^ 
great a mystery today as it ever has been. 

The total impression as to the essential nature oi 
man which is left by these theories and doctrines i^ 
erne of profound disappointment^ and it is not too 
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teorier og Isresaetninger om menneskets sande natur 
en tydelig f orandring. 

Skolastisk teologi synes at ha tapt avsyne menne- 
sket skapt i Guds billede og lignelse^ mennesket som 
det blir beskrevet i f^rste kapitel af F^rste Mosebok. 
Den bar Isnge bevdet at mennesket if^lge sin natur 
er en elendig sjnder fuld av slette tilbf^ieligheter og 
tendenser^ og at dets ntsigter til at opnaa en tilstand av 
frelse^ helhet eller fuldstaendigbet^ n^dvendigvis maa 
v«re smaa^ paa gnind av de meget ngunstige forhold 
bvorunder det beg3nider livet. I denne anskuelse blir 
skolastisk teologi st0ttet ay anatomi og fysiologi som* 
de i almindelighet Iseres^ og av naturvidenskap og 
medicinsk videnskap som de ssedvanligvis konuner til 
ut^velse. 

If^lge naturvidenskapen er mennesket en materiel 
mekanisme^ og medicinsk praksis gaar ut paa at be- 
handle denne mekanisme ved hjslp av ydre eller indre 
midler eller medicineren. Det er sandt at fysiologi 
fors^ker at anbringe et sind i hjemen^ men den under- 
ordner dette sind under bjernen^ og Iserer at menne- 
sket med bensyn til sin evne til at tsenke^ er absolut 
avhflsngig av hjemens materielle tilstand. 

Endvidere indritomes det at skolastisk teologi for- 
sffker at anbringe en sjsel inde i den materielle meka- 
nisme som anatomien kalder menneske; men sjaelens 
S£ete i denne mekanisme er endnu aldrig blit bestemt^ 
og selve tilvaerelsen av denne sjael indr0mmes at vaere 
likesaa stor en gaate i vor tid som den nogensinde 
bar veeret. 

Det totalindtryk disse teorier og laeresaM^ninger gir 
med hensyn til menneskets sande natur^ er meget ned- 
slaaende^ og det er ikke for meget at si at der blandt 
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much to say that among thinking people there h&M 
been for some time a growing dissatisfaction with the 
generally accepted views of theology^ medicine^ and 
science. It is quite commonly felt that if these theo- 
ries and doctrines are tme, then the man whom they 
depict is not worth hayings nor is life worth living 
under such circumstances. 

Mankind has been for a long time instinctively 
rebelling against this conception of man's ess^itial 
abasement and helplessness^ and Christian Science 
shows that this rebellion has been largely justified. 
It teaches first of all the absolute goodness of God^ 
and^ as a consequence^ the essential goodness of man 
made in God's image and likeness. It explains that 
God is not the author of evil nor of evil propensities 
and tendencies^ and that the theories and doctrines 
about man's essentially evil nature cannot be the truth 
about man^ but must be a false concept about man 
derived from a misunderstanding similar to that which 
supposes or suspects God to be the author of eviL 

The farther one pursues the logical results of the 
teachings of Christian Science^ the more one is able 
to appreciate the far-reaching^ beneficent effect of 
this discovery on human affairs. For example^ as a 
necessary consequence of the all-power and all- 
presence of God^ the essential nature of evil is seen to 
be equivalent to falsity or error. This view coincides 
with the teaching of Jesus the Christy the Founder of 
the Christian religion^ who spoke of personified evil 
as "a liar, and the father of it." 

This "father of lies" is the belief in the reality of 
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tenkende menneaker i kengere tid bar henket en 
vokaende ntilfredshet med teokigiens, medicineiis og 
videnskapens almindelig akoepteite ansknelser. Den 
tanke er tenundig almindelig, at hvis disse teorier og 
lereMetninger er sande, er det menneske de ddldrer 
ikke YKrdt noget og heller ikke er livet vaerdt at leve 
nnder saadanne omstaendigheter. 

Menneflkeheten bar laenge instinktmaegsig protestert 
mot dette begrep om menneskets nonigjaengelige for- 
nedrelse og hjaelpel^shet, og Kristelig Videnskap viser 
at denne protest bar vieret i h#i grad berettiget. Frem- 
for alt kerer den Gnds absolute godbet, og at, som 
f ^Ige berar, mennesket skapt i Gnds billede og lignelse 
n^vendigvis maa vaere godt. Den forklarer at Grud 
ikke er opbavet til det onde eller til onde tilb^ielig- 
beter og tendenser, og at teoriene og keres«tningene 
om menneskets iboende onde nator ikke kan wre 
sandbeten om mennesket, men maa vsre et gait begrep 
om mennesket der skriver sig f ra en lignende misfor- 
staaelse som den der fomtssstter eller formoder at 
Gnd er opbavet til det onde. 

Jo n«rmere man betragter de logiske resultater av 
Sjristelig Videnskaps laere, des bedre er man istand 
til at bai^nmie denne opdagelses vidtrs^kende gavn- 
lige virkning paa menneskelige forhold. Man indser 
f. eks. at, som en n^dvendig f^lge av Guds almagt og 
allestedsnservferelse, det ondes egentlige nator er det 
samme som falskbet eller vildfarelse. Denne anskuelse 
stemmer overeens med Jesu Kristi laere, grundlaeggeren 
ay den kristne religion, der talte om det personifiserte 
onde som ,^n l^gner og l^gnens fader". 

Denne ,,l^gnens fader" er troen paa virkeligbeten 
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a mind or power opposed to God^ and is in itself pro- 
ductive of all the falsities^ misconceptioiis, mistakes^ 
errors^ illusions, and delusions about God, man, and 
the unirerse, which constitute the misery, woe, and 
calamity to which flesh is heir. But since the essen- 
tial nature of evil is false, its statements are equally 
false and have no standing before the tribunal of ihe 
Most High, no reality or actuality in the presence of 
the absolute Truth. The scientific knowing of this 
destroys the pretence of evil to be true or to be some- 
thing in God's universe, and the process accomplishing 
this result is a mental, metaphysical, and spiritual one. 
The immediate consequence, therefore, of the ac- 
ceptance of the teachings of Christian Science is to 
establish a hopeful outlook upon life, to found the 
expectation of good upon definite facts capable of 
proof by all mankind. A further effect is to lessen 
fear, apprehension of the future, and worry, to arouse 
a new interest in the Scriptures, and to explain the 
works of Christianity as demonstrable in modem 
times; to dissipate the mystery and mysticism gener- 
ally associated with spiritual matters, and to bring 
them into every-day affairs as available and regenera- 
tive ; to transform religion from a matter principally of 
preaching or ceremonial into a matter principally 
of practice and regeneration, with its proofs and re- 
wards made apparent now instead of in a future state 
of existence only. It is the supreme merit of Christian 
Science that it clarifies the true position of God in 
human consciousness and dignifies the essential nature 
of man with the glory of his sonship with God. The 
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av et sind eller en magi i strid med Gud^ og den f rem* 
bringer alle de ttsandheter^ vrangforestillinger misfor- 
staaelser^ yildf arelser^ illusioner og bedrag angaaende 
Gud, n^nnesket og nniverset^ der utgj^r den annod$ 
n|kl eg elendigbet som kjf^det er arring tiL M^ d^ 
det ondes egentlige natur er f alsk^ er dets paastande 
likesaa f alske^ og bar ingen gyldigbet for den H^iestes 
domstol^ ingen yirkeligbet eller tilreerelse i n^rvKret 
av den absolute Sandbet. Den videnskabelig^e kundskap 
cm dette tilintetgj^r det ondes fordring paa at viere 
sandt eller at bestaa i Guds univers^ og den proces som 
bevirker dette^ er mental^ metafysisk og aandelig. 

Den umiddelbare f^lge av at anta Kristelig Viden- 
skaps laere er derfor at man vinder et mere forbaab- 
ningsfuldt syn paa livet; man bygger sine forventnin- 
ger om det gode paa bestemte kjendsgjeminger- dpr 
kan bli bevist av bele menneskeheten. En videre 
virkning bestaar i at formindske frygt, aengstelser for 
fremtiden og bekymringer, at vaekke en ny interesse 
for Bibelen og at forklare kristendommens gjeminger 
som bevislige i vor tid; endvidere at f jeme den gaate- 
fuldbet og dunkelbet der almindeligvis omgir aande-. 
lige ting^ og at bringe disse ind i det daglige livy saaat 
de kan anvendes og ut^ve sin gjenfj^dende virkning 
der; at omdanne religionen fra at vsere noget som 
bovedsagelig bestaar i praedikener eller ceremonier, til 
at bli noget der bovedsagelig bestaar i utj^velse og 
gjenf^delse, bvis bevis og bel^nninger aabenbarer 
sig nn og ikke i en kommende tilvserelsestilstand' alene. 
Det er Kristelik Videni^aps b^ieste fortjeneste at d^ 
klargjf^r Gads sande stilling i den menneskelige be- 
yisstbet> og adler menneskets sande natur med herlig-; 
beten av dets barnekaar bos Gud. Den n^^endige^ 
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neoeflsarj oonsequeiice of this sciantific uiiders 
is to produce healing in its fullest and broadest 
both mental, moral, and physical; to reproduce 
worics of eaily Christiamty— in the words of Panl^ 
bring about the transformation of the body throQ|k 
the renewing of the mind. 

It will be interesting now to torn briefly to the tsdn 
of Mrs. Eddy's life and ascertain what manner d 
woman it was who could bring such momentous changel 
to pass in so short a time. 

Mrs. Eddy was privileged to see her discovery at 
tain world-wide acceptance. She was able to recof 
nize that it had become part of the thought of homn 
consciousness in all quarters of the globe, and wH 
everywhere proving itself to be true by its work 
This is not often the case with the labors of ref ormeis; 
moreover, it generally happens that the incentive ia 
write of their lives does not appear until many impor 
tant facts have long since passed from the recollectki 
of the living. In the case of Mrs. Eddy, when tfai 
authoritative "Life" by Sibyl Wilbur was written asi 
published, Mrs. Eddy was already acknowledged t« 
be a great reformer by the world at large, and the 
author of that work knew Mrs. Eddy personally simI 
could collect all necessary material while the facts 
were still fresh in the minds of many people, and 
could corroborate her conclusions through Mrs. Eddy 
herself and her contemporaries. 

By reason of the wonderful growth of Christiafi 
Science in so short a time, the strongest possible ligbt 
of inqiury was shed upon the life and career of iti 
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TirkBing av denne yidenskabelige forstaaeLse er hel- 
bredelse i ordets fnldeste og videste betydning^ baade 
mental^ moralsk og fysisk^ gjenfrembringelse av den 
f^rste kristne tids gjeminger — legemets forvandling 
Ted sindets fomyelse^ som Paulus uttrykker det. 

Det vil yaere av interesse nu i korthet at betragte 
nogen kjendsgjemiiiger fra Mrs. £ddys liv^ og erf are 
hvad slags kvinde det var som kunde bevirke saadanne 
betydningsfulde forandringer paa saa kort tid. 

Mrs. £ddy fik anledning til at se bvorledes bendes 
opdagelse vandt anerkjendelse verden over. Det blev 
mnlig for bende at erkjende at den i alle dele av Jor- 
dan var blit en del av den menneskelige bevisstbets 
tsenkning^ og at den overalt gjennem sine gjeminger 
viste sig at vsre sand. Dette er ikke ofte tilfseldet 
med reformatorers bestraebelser; desnten bsender det 
som oftest at tilskyndelsen til at nedskrive deres lev- 
netsl^p ikke melder sig f^rend mange vigtige kjends- 
gjeminger er forsvnndet fra de da gjenlevendes erin- 
dring. Hvad Mrs. Eddy angaar^ saa var bnn^ da den 
antoriserte „Life of Mary Baker Eddy" av Sibyl 
Wilbur blev skrevet og utgit, allerede^ anerkjendt 
verden over som en stor reformator. Forlatterinden 
av denne bok kjendte Mrs. Eddy personlig og kunde 
samle alt n^dvendig materiale, mens kjendsgjernin* 
gene endnu var i friskt minde bos mange mennesker^ 
og bun kunde faa sine slutninger stadf sestet gjennem 
Mrs. Eddy selv og bendes samtidige. 

Paa grand av Kristelig Videnskaps overordentlige 
vekst i saa kort et tidsrnm blev det sterkest mulige lys 
Anvendt ved nnders^kelsen av opdagerindens liv og 
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discoverer. The subject excited the wonder and 
miration of the world. The simple facts are all kno' 
and no one can peruse them without a deep sense 
gratitude for the good woman who could surmount 
many obstacles and survive so many misund 
ings in order that mankind at large migpht profit 
her discovery. As Sibyl Wilbur has stated in 
Life":— 

No mystery today surrounds the life story of Maij 
Baker £ddy. Her birth, her ancestry for two hua- 
dred years, her education, her social development, id 
her individual service to the world have been scmtii- 
ized with the strong search-lights of both love lo^ 
criticism." 

Mary Baker Eddy was bom July 16, 1821, in Bov 
New Hampshire, five miles distant from Ccmcord, tbt 
capital of the state. The Bakers had been in New £b|- 
land for six generations, descendants of Jchn BskO; 
who was a freeman in Charlestown, Mass., in 16^ 
Mary Baker's father was Mark Baker, who marnet 
Abigail Ambrose of Pembroke, New Hampshire. 

Both on the paternal and maternal side the futint 
Discoverer of Christian Science was descended froa 
good New England stock, members of the Congregf 
tional church. Her great grandfather, Joseph Bak£i 
held a captain's commission and married Hanoai 
Lovewell, only daughter of Captain John LoveweH 
the victor in the famous fight with the Indians knoin 
as Lovewell's Fight. Her paternal grandmother wi^ 
Marion Moor McNeil, a descendant of the McNeill 
of Edinburgh. One of Mary Baker's brotheprs vii 
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levnet. Dette emne vakte verdens forbanselse og be- 
nndring. De ei^de kjendsgjeminger er alle vel- 
kjendte^ og iBgen kan studere dem uten en dyp f^lelse 
av taknemmddghet mot den gode kvinde som kunde 
ovenrinde saa mange hindringer og overleve saa mange 
misfcnrstaaelser forat bele menneskebeten skulde knnde 
nyde godt av bendes opdagelse. Sibyl Wilbur sier i 
leTnetsbeskrivelsen : 

^^Ingen hemmeligfaetsfuldbet cnngir nu Mary Baker 
£ddys livs bistorfe. Hendes f^sel^ bendes forfaedre 
gjennem to hondrede aar^ bendes opdragelse^ bendes 
so<^le utvikling og bendes individuelle tjeneste til 
bedste for menneskebeten^ er blit privet under saavel 
kjaerligbetens som kritikens sterke s0kelys." 

Mary Baker Eddy blev f^ 16. juli 1821 i Bow, 
New Hampdiire, fern mil fra Concord, denne stats 
bovedstad. Familien Baker badde bodd i New Eng- 
land gjennem seks generaticmer ; de var efterkommere 
av John Baker^ der 1 1684 var borger i Cbarlestown^ 
Mass. Mary Bakers far var Mark Baker der egtet 
Abigail Ambrose fra Pembroke, New Hampsbire. 

Baade paa sin fars og mors side nedstanunet den 
vordende opdagerinde av Kristelig Videnskap fra 
gode New Englands familier, alle kongregationalister. 
Hendes oldefar, Josepb Baker, var kaptein og egtet 
Hannab Lovewell, eneste datter av kaptein Jobn Love- 
well^ seierberren i den ber^mte traefning med indian- 
erne, bekjendt som Lovewells traefning. Hendes 
bedstemor paa faedr^ie side Marion Moor McNeil 
nedstanunet fra skgt^i McNeil fra Edinburgb. En 
av Mary Bakers br^dre var Albert Baker, som var 
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Albert Baker^ who graduated from Dartmouth Col' 
lege^ studied law with Franklin Pierce (who later 
became President of the United States)^ and was 
admitted to the bar in both Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire. She studied with this brother moral 
science^ natural philosophy^ Latin^ Greek^ and He- 
brew granunar. At an early age the questicm of her 
joining the church presented itself^ but she allowed 
opposition to the decree of predestination as taught in 
the Congregational church. In spite of her stoi^ 
declaration of disbelief in this^ she was neyerthekss 
adn^tted. She states in "Retrospection and Intro- 
spection^" on page 15^ "My connection wiA this re- 
ligious body was retained till I founded a chnn^ of 
my own^ built on the basis of Christian Science^ ' Jesos 
Christ himself being the chief corner-stone.' *' 

The Baker family removed to Tilton when Maiy 
was fifteen^ and she then attoided the jNrivate achool 
of Professor H. Dyer Sanborn. Under this toitioB 
and the intellectual and spiritual guidance of the Ber. 
Enoch Corser, pastor of the Tilton churchy Mary made 
great progress in her studies. She had shown fmo 
earliest times a great love for poetical expresaioB, 
which later manifested itself in the writing of those 
hymns found in the Christian Science Hymnal whidi 
are so greatly treasured for their comforting aad 
healing effects. 

In 1843 Mary Baker married George Washingloa 
Glover, a young man who had been associated wA 
Samuel Baker, her elder brother, as a contractcKr aad 
builder. Originally from Concord, New Hampahlre, 
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oteksamineit fra Dartmouth College og studerte jus 
under Franklin Pierce (der senere blev de Forenede 
Staters praesident), og som fik tilladelse til at prak- 
tisere som advduit baade i Masiadiusetts og New 
Hampshire. Med sin bror ituderte hun etik^ natnr- 
videnskap^ latinsk^ gnesk og hebraisk grammatik. 
Mens hun endnu var meget ung^ kom det sp^rsmaal 
op^ om hun skulde slutte sig til kirken som medlem; 
men hnn opponerte mot pnedestinationsberen som den 
blev fremstillet av kongr^^tionalistene. Trods hen- 
des tapre erkkering om at hun ikke trodde paa den^ 
blev hun ikke destomindre optat. I sin bok ^^Retrospec- 
tion and Introspection" paa side 15 sier hun : ^^Min for- 
bindelse med dette kirkesamfund vedvarte indtil jeg 
selv grundet en kiiks bygget paa Kristelig Videnskaps 
grundlag^ idet ^j^mestenen er Kristus Jesus selv'/' 

Familien Baker fljttet til Tilton da Mary var f emten 
aar^ og hun gik da paa professor H. Dyer Sanboms 
prhratakole. Ved denne nndervisning og under den in- 
tellektuelle og aandelige veiledning hun fik av pastor 
Enoch Corser^ prest ved Tilton kirke^ gjorde Mary 
hurUge fremsJoridt i sine studier. Fra sin tidligste 
barndom hadde hun vist en stor tilb^ielighet til at 
iklanle sine tanker en poetisk f orm^ hvilket senere kom 
til uttryk i de salmer som er at finde i ^^Christian 
Science Hymnal" (Kristelig Videnskaps Salmebok)^ 
og som blir saa h^it skattet paa grand av sin tr0stende 
og helbredende virkning. 

I 1843 blev Mary Baker viet til George Washington 
Glover^ en ung mand som hadde vaeret i kompaniskap 
med Samuel Baker^ hendes seldre bror^ som entrepre- 
n^ og bygmester. Mr. Glover der oprindelig var fra 
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Mr. Glover had estabbshed himself in bumness 
Charleston^ Sonth Carolina^ and thither he tock 
young bride. Mary Baker Glover first came 
touch with slavery in the South. Her husband 
some slaves and her sense of right revolted 
the practice. 

Hardly a year had passed since her marriage 
her husband had occasion to go to Wihmngton^ N< 
Carolina^ on business and to^L her with him. Y 
fever was found to be raging in that city, and 
Glover himself was laid low by the disease and di' 
leaving his young widow in charge of his fellow Ml 
sons. He was a member of Saint Andrew's 
Number 10^ and of Union Chapter^ Number 8^ 
Royal Arch Masons. Mrs. Glover set free her h 
band's slaves^ and was then escorted as far north 
New Yofky where her brother George met her and 
her back to her father's home^ which she had so lai 
left. A boy was bom to h^ not long after her 
and she named him after her husband^ George W 
ing^n Glover. 

In 1849 Mrs. Glover's mother died^ and about s 
year later her father remarried. There was a rear 
rangement of domestic affairs. Mrs. Glover's nurse 
during her prolonged illness following childbirth wa^ 
to be married^ and it was planned by the family that 
Mrs. Glover's son George should go to live with the 
nurse in her new home^ as Mrs. Glover's health was 
precarious, and she was about to move into her 
sister Abigail's house, where her little son might 
prove too great a charge. Against this plan Mrs. 
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Concord^ New Hampshire, hadde grundet egen forret* 
ning i Charleston, South Carolina, og dit bragte han 
sin nnge brud. Mary Baker Glover kom for f ^rste 
gang i ber^ring med slaveri i syden. Hendes mand 
eiet nogen slaver, og hendes retsf^lebe opr^rtes ved 
denne praksis. 

Hun hadde neppe v«ret gift et aar da hendes mand 
maatte til Wilmington, North Carolina, paa forret- 
ningsreise og tok hende med. Det viste sig at den 
gole feber raste i denne by, og Mr. Glover selv blev 
angrepet av sygdonunen og d^e, efterladende sin 
nnge enke til f rimnremes omsorg. Han var medlem av 
Saint Andrews Lodge, Number 10, og av Union Chap^ 
ter. Number 3, av Royal Arch Masons. Mrs. Glover 
f ngav sin mands slaver og blev derpaa av f rimurerne 
ledsaget saa langt nordover som til New York, hvor 
hendes bror George m^ttte hende og f ^rte hende tilbake 
til forseldrenes hjem, som hun saa nylig hadde forlatt. 
Ikke Iflsnge efter tilbakekomsten f fkite hun en gut, og 
hnn kaldte ham George Washing^n Glover efter sin 
mand. 

I 1849 dfkie Mrs. Glovers mor, og omtrent et aar 
senere giftet hendes far sig igjen. Der blev en ny 
ordning av de huslige f orhold. Den sykepleierske som 
hadde pleiet Mrs. Glover under den langvarige sygdom 
som fulgte efter hendes bams f^^dsel, skulde gifte sig, 
og det blev bestemt av familien at Mrs. Glovers s^n 
George skulde bo hos sykepleiersken i dennes nye 
hjan, da Mrs. Glovers helbred var vaklende, og hun 
var i begrep med at flytte til sin sister Abigails hjem, 
hvor hendes lille s^n vilde kunne bli for stor en byrde. 
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Glover protested vigorously^ and only gave up 
child when no escape from this necessity pn 
itself. 

Mrs. Glover continued to write on the sabject 
slavery^ which was daily becoming a more and 
burning question and was soon to culminate in 
Civil War. She had made a brief experiment of o] 
ing a children's school somewhat on the lines of 
kindergarten system^ but the times were not 
for this venture and she soon abandoned it» Her 
•tion of dependence upon her family was at times 
ceedingly difficult to bear^ especially as she f ^ 
herself moving farther and farther away from 
views on the vital questions of the day. Her invalid' j 
ism made her helpless to resist the drift of her life 
into almost constant confinement. 

At this time^ spiritualism and allied beliefs were 
stirring public thought. Mrs. Glover interested h^* 
self in these matters as she did in the qaestk>n oi 
slavery^ and gradually won her way to definite con- 
victions concerning spiritualism^ mesmerism^ and ani- 
mal magnetism (later called hypnotism)^ convictions 
which she has recorded in her writings. 

In 1853 Mrs. Glover, after nine years of widow- 
hood, contracted a second marriage. She married Dr. 
Daniel Patterson, a dentist, a relative of her father's 
second wife. She expected from this marriage that 
it would enable her to take her child back into a home 
of her own and give her the necessary freedom to work 
out her individual life-problem. In "Retrospection i^ 
and Introspection/' page 20, we read: "My dominant 
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If ot deime plan protesterte Mrs. Gloyer paa det kraf- 
tigste, og opgav f ^nt sit bam da der ikke viste sig 
aogen anden ntveL 

Mrs. Glover yedbler at skrive om slavesp^rsmaalet^ 
lom stadig bley mere og mere brgndende og snart 
skidde kalmlnere i den amerikanske borgeriurig. Hnn 
hadde foretat et kortrarig dcsperim^it red at aapne 
en bameskole^ noget i likhet med bamehaye-systemet; 
men tiden yar ikke moden for dette foretagende, og 
bun opgay det snart. Hendes avbsengi^^iet ay f amilien 
yar til sine tider meget yanskelig at bflcre, saerlig da 
hnn fandt at hnn mere og mere f jemet sig fra deres 
<^fatning ay dagens vigtigste sp^rsmaaL Hendes 
svakelighet satte hende nt av stand til at yaerge sig 
mot at hendes tilyaerelse gik over til naesten naybmtt 
indeliy. 

Paa denne tid yakte spiritismen og beslegtede anta- 
gelser betjdelig opsigt. Mrs. Glover interesserte sig 
for disse ting likesom for slavesp^rsmaalet^ og gradvis 
naadde hnn f rem til bestemte overbeyisninger med 
hensyn til spiritisme^ mesmerisme og dyrisk magne- 
tisme (senere kaldt hypnotisme), overbeyisninger som 
hnn bar optegnet i sine skrifter. 

I 1853 indgik Mrs. Glover^ efter at ha yieret enke i 
ni aar^ sit andet egteskap. Hun egtet Dr. Daniel Pat- 
terson^ en tandlsge der var en slegtning ay hendes 
fars anden hnstm. Hun haabet at dette ^^teskap 
skulde siette hende istand til at ta bamet til sig igjen 
i sit eget hjem^ samt gi hende den n^kiyendige frihet 
til at ntarbeide sit individuelle livsproblem. I ^fidtro^ 
spection and Introspection"^ side 20, laeser yi: ^^en 
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thought in marrying again was to get back my child, 
but after onr marriage his stepfather was not willing 
he should have a home with me." 

This initial disappointment clouded the whole rela- 
tionship and drove Mrs. Patterson more and more 
into that Hfe of introspection which was preparing 
her through much tribulation for the eventual illumi- 
nation of her great discovery. 

For three years the Pattersons lived in Franklin, 
New Hampshire^ then they removed to Groton^ near 
the White Mountains. Here Mrs. Patterson's little 
son^ George Glover^ joined her and spent many happy 
days with his mother^ constantly leaving his foster- 
parents to visit her^ in spite of the complaint of Dr. 
Patterson^ who seems not to have wanted him in the 
house. Shortly after this^ Mrs. Patterson's former 
nurse and her husband moved to the West^ taking the 
boy with them. The bereaved mother writes concern- 
ing this in "Retrospection and Introspection^" page 20, 
"A plot was consummated for keeping us apart. The 
family to whose care he was committed very soon 
removed to what was then regarded as the Far West 
After his removal a letter was read to my little son, 
informing him that his mother was dead and buried. 
Without my knowledge a guardian was appointed him, 
and I was then informed that my son was lost. Every 
means within my power was employed to find him^ but 
without success. We never met again until he had 
reached the age of thirty-four." 

Sibyl Wilbur thus describes the subsequent career 
of George Glover: — 
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fremherskende tanke hos mig da jeg indgik mit andet 
^;teskap^ var at faa mit bam tilbake ; men efter gifter- 
maalet var dets stedf ar ikke villig til at la det faa et 
hjem bos mig." 

Demie f^rste skuffelse form^rket det bele f orbold^ 
og drev Mrs. Patterson mere og mere ind i bint liv i 
selvbetragtning^ som gjennem mange trsengsler gjorde 
hende beredt til at motta det lys der muliggjorde 
hendes store opdagelse. 

I tre aar levet Pattersons i Franklin^ New Hamp- 
shire^ bvorpaa de flyttet til Groton 1 nerbeten av 
White Mountains. Her kom Mrs. Pattersons lille s^n 
George Glover til bende og tilbragte mangen lykkelig 
dag bos nn mor. Han forlot stadig sine pleief orsldre 
for at hesftke bende trods klager f ra Dr. Patterson der 
aabenbart ikke ^nsket at ba bam i buset. Snart der- 
efter drog Mrs. Pattersons forbenverende sykepleier- 
ske med sin mand til Vesten og tok gutten med sig. 
Den s^rgende mor skriver berom i ^^Retrospection and 
Introspection"^ side 20: ^^En sammenvsrgelse kom 
istand for at bolde os f ra binanden. Den f amilie til 
hvis ombu ban var betrodd^ drog snart til den del av 
landet som dengang gjaldt for det fjerne Vesten. 
Efter flytningen blev der laest op for min lille s0n et 
brev^ som underrettet bam om at bans mor var d0d og 
begravet. Uten mit vidende blev en formynder ut- 
nsevnt for bam^ bvorpaa man underrettet mig om at 
min s0n var blit borte. Jeg gjorde alt der stod i min 
magt for at finde bam^ men forgjaeves. Vi traf ikke 
binanden igjen f^rend ban var 34 aar gammel." 

Sibyl Wilbur beskriver George Glovers l^pebane 
saaledes: 
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"Young Glover ran away from the Cheneys after 
they had been in Minnesota a short time^ and as a 
young lad enlisted in the Union army for the Cinl 
War. He made a good record as a soldier^ was 
womided at Shiloh^ and after the war became a United 
States marshal^ and led the life of a prospector in the 
Western states." His mother heard from him wrhile he 
was at the fronts but did not see him again for many 
years. 

In the endeavor to regain her healthy Mrs. Patter 
son tried many experiments and followed many sys- 
tems. She strictly observed the laws of hygiene^ as 
then understood^ subjecting herself to & strict diet and 
to a regular system of bathing. She likewise begao 
the study of homeopathy^ but the acts of spiritual 
healing recorded in the Scriptures were never alto- 
gether absent from her thought. 

During her life certain inexplicable occurrences had 
startled her thought into taking new paths. An expe- 
rience while she was a child has been recorded in the 
following language (Retrospection and IntrospectioD, 
p. 8) :— 

"Many peculiar circumstances and events connected 
with my childhood throng the chambers of memory. 
For some twelve months^ when I was about eight years 
old, I repeatedly heard a voice, calling me distinctly 
by name, three times, in an ascending scale. I thought 
this was my mother's voice, and sometimes went to 
her, beseeching her to tell me what she wanted. Her 
answer was always, 'Nothing, child! What do you 
mean?' Then I would say, 'Mother, who did call me? 
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„Den unge Glover l0p bort fra Cheneys efterat de 
hadde veret i Minnesota en kort tid^ og som ung gut 
lot han sig bverve i Nordstatenes arm£ for at delta i 
borgerkrigen.

Hans mor h^rte 
fra bam da han var ved fronten^ men saa ham ikke 
igjen paa mange aar. - 

I bestrsebelsen for at gjenvinde sin sundhet foretok 
rs. Patterson mange eksperimenter og benyttet 
ange systemer. Hun overholdt n^He sundhetslove 
som de dengang bley forstaat^ idet bun holdt streng 
diaet og underkastet sig et regelmsssig badesystem. 
Desuten begyndte hun at studete hom^pati; men den 
aandelige helbredelses gjerninger^ som Den Hellige 
Skrift fortfleller om^ var aldrig belt ute av hendes 
tanker. 

Visse uforklarlige bcendelser i hendes liv hadde 
bragt hende til at studse og f^rt hendes taiiker ind 
paa nye baner. En oplevelse hun hadde som barn^ 
bllr i ^^Retrospection and Introspection" paa side 8 
berettet med f^lgende ord: 

^^Mange eiendommelige omstsendigbeter og bsendel- 
ser fra min bamdomstid staar endnu levende for mig. 
Da jeg var omtrent otte aar gammel^ b^rte jeg i et 
tidsrum av ca. tolv maaneder gjentagende en stemme 
som tydelig kaldte mig ved navn, tre ganger i sUgende 
tone. Jeg tcenkte det var min mors stemme^ og gik 
undertiden til hende og bad hende sige mig bvad bun 
^nsket. Hendes svar var altid ,Intet, bam! Hvad 
mener du?' Jeg sa da: ^Mor^ hvem har da ropt paa 
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I heard somebody call Mary, three times !' This con- 1 \^ 
tinned nntil I grew disconraged^ and my mother was V^fjj^ 
perplexed and anxions." Noi 

Later^ when this call repeated itself^ the child^ on 1^ 
the advice of her moUier^ answered in the words of kiiiii 
Samuely "Speak^ Lord; for U17 servant heareth/' and u^j, 
thereafter the call was not repeated. k. 

When she was a schoolgirl in Tilton she had mas- li^ 
tered an insane man before whom every one else had li^] 
fled in panic. In Rumney a moUier came to her withk ] 
a child in her arms who was suffering from inflamed ||(^ ^ 
eyes. Mrs. Patterson took the child in her arms^ lifted V|^ 
her Uiought to God^ and the child was healed. These L^ 
instances had caused Mrs. Patterson to ponder. She l|ii ^| 
kept Uiem stored in her hearty waiting nntil the timeil^pj 
when an explanation should be vouchsafed her. M 

About this time Dr. Patterson had heard of the }L^ 
healing powers of a certain Phineas P. Quimby of k^ 
Portland^ Maine^ and desired him to try to cure her. 1^^ 
There was some correspondence. Mrs. Patterson k^ 
wrote to Dr. Quimby about her proposed visit to him^ kng 
but before this could be carried out her sister Abigail; ^;jg 
now Mrs. Tilton^ had taken her to a water-cure sani- 
tarium at a place called HilL In October of 1862 Mrs. 
Patterson finally arrived in Portland^ and was assisted 
into the office of Dr. Quimby^ who^ she imagined, had 
discovered the method by which cures were effected ^^ 
in Bible times, and on whom she looked as a liv- *in\^ 
ing example of a modem practitioner of spiritual 
healing. 

This visit marks Mrs. Patterson's contact with that 
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Dg? Jeg bar tre ganger h^rt nogen rope MwryV 
^ette gjentok dg til jeg Uev motl#s^ og min mor var 
ladvild og engstelig." 

Senere, da dette rop gjentok sig^ srarte bamet, 
'^Ige sin mors raad med Samuels ord: ^^Tal^ Herre^ 
li din tjener h^r!" og derefter blev ropet ikke 
jentat. 

Da bun var skolepike i Tilton^ badde bun mestret 
a sindsyk mand^ for bv^n alle andre var flygtet i 
edseL I Rumney bar en mor til b^de sit lille bam^ 
Hn led av betendte ^ine. Mrs. Patterson tok bamet 
sine armer^ l^tet sine tanker til Gud^ og bamet var 
elbredet. Disse oplevelser badde bragt Mrs. Patter- 
)n til at gruble. Hun bevarte dem i sit bjerte og 
entet paa den tid da en f oridaring skulde bli bende 
)rundt. 

Paa denne tid b^rte Dr. Patterson om belbredelses* 
raften bos en viss Pbineas P. Quimby fra Portland^ 
laine^ og ^isket at ban skulde pr^ve at belbrede Mrs. 
'atterson. Der blev vekslet endel brever. Mrs. Pat- 
;rson skrev til Dr. Quimby om et paataenkt bes0k bos 
am; men f^rend dette kunde bli ivericsat^ badde ben^ 
es sister Abigail^ nu Mrs. Tilton^ bragt bende til 
Q vandkuranstalt i Hill. I Oktober 1862 kom Mrs. 
*atterson endelig til Portland^ og man f^rte bende til 
)r. Quimbys kontor. Hun trodde at ban badde op- 
aget den fremgangsmaate ved bvUkai belbredelser 
'lev bevirket i de bibelske tider^ og bun ansaa bam 
or et levende eksempel paa en modeme ut^ver av 
^tndelig belbredelse. 

Dette bes0k viser bvorledes Mrs. Patterson kom i 
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whidi she was later to uncover as being not the Prin- 
ciple of spiritual healing itself^ but the subtle counte^ 
feit of the same^ as the application of human will- 
power^ instead of the realization or recognition of the 
truth of being about God^ man^ and the uniyerse. The 
future Discoverer of Christian Science was here mak- 
ing her acquaintance at first hand wiUi the phenomena 
of self-^will as distinct from spiritual understanding, 
and it is not to be wondered at that at first she was 
baffled by the apparent resemblance between the ef- 
fects of both methods and should have been induced 
to believe the magnetic practice of Phineas P. Quimby 
to be the demonstration of the power of Spirit oyer 
untoward physical conditions. 

In 1839 the Frenchman^ Charles Poyen> a profes- 
sional magnetist^ had traveled through New England 
lecturing and giving exhibitiohs of magnetic experi- 
ments. When Poyen lectured in Portland^ Quimby, 
then a young man, consulted him upon Uie subject of 
his magnetic powers, and thereafter turned his atten- 
tion to mesmeric experiments, gradually forsaking his 
trade of a clock-maker, at first to travel about the 
country giving exhibitions, and then to set up as a 
magnetic healer in Belfast, Maine. In Belfast Mr. 
Quimby came into touch with J. B. Dods, the autihoi 
of a book (m electrical psychology, but Quimby, wak- 
ing from a sincere desire and honest purpose, seems to 
have worked independently and to have resorted less 
and less as time went by to the mesmeric sleep and 
more to conversation with his patients. 

The one feature of his practice which forever ex- 
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med det som hun senere skulde avslf^re^ da 
hun opdaget at det ikke var selve den aandd^^e hel- 
bredelses Princip^ men en skuffende efterligning^ an- 
vendelsen av menneskelig viljemagt istedenfor virke- 
liggj^relsen eller erkjendelsen av tilvcerelsens sandhet 
om Grud, mennesket og nniverset. Den vordende opda- 
geiinde av Kristelig Videnskap gjorde her paa f^rste 
haand bekjendtskap med feenomener fremkaldt ved 
egenvilje, der er belt forskjellig fra aandelig for- 
staaelse^ og det er ikke at undres over at hun i begyn- 
delsen blev f ji^rt bak lyset ved den tilsyneladende lik- 
het mellem virkningene av de to metoder^ og konde 
bli bragi til at anta Phineas P. Quimbys ut^velse av 
magnetisk helbredelse for demonstrationen av Aan- 
dens magt over mislige fysiske tilstande. 

I 1839 hadde franskmanden Charles Poyen^ en pro- 
fessionel magnetis^r^ bereist New England^ holdt fore- 
drag og f remvist sine magnetiske eksperimenter. Da 
Poyen holdt foredrag i Portland, raadspurte Quimby, 
som dengang var en ung mand, ham angaaende sin 
magnetiske kraft, og rettet derefter sin opmerksomhet 
paa mesmeristiske eksperimenter; litt efter litt opgav 
han sit arbeide som urmaker, for f^rst at reise rundt 
i landet og gi f orestillinger, og derpaa at nedsaBtte sig 
som magnetisk helbreder i Belfast, Maine. I Belfast 
kom. Mr. Qnimby i ber^ring med J. B. Dods, forfat- 
t^en av en bok om elektrisk psykologi; men Quimby, 
som arbeidet ut fra et oprigtig ^nske og en »rlig hen- 
gigt, synes at ha arbeidet uavhaengig, og ef tersom tiden 
gik, mindre og mindre at ha anvendt mesmerisk sf^vn, 
og mere at ha f orlatt sig paa samtale med sine patienter. 

Den side av bans praksis som engang for alle nte- 
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dudes it from any resemblance to Christian Science 
was the belief that he, as a persimalitj^ was the healer 
of disease^ that some curative^ magnetic fluid was con- 
veyed from himself to his patients. 

Those who are instructed in Christian Science know 
that personality^ Uiat is^ the sum total of those quali- 
ties which make up mortal man^ can never be a healer^ 
but that a material personality in itself represents the 
false and therefore evil belief about man. Christian 
Science also proves that spiritual healing does not pro- 
ceed from any occult^ psychic^ or magnetic influence 
of one mortal upon another^ but from Uie spiritual 
understanding of God's law. 

The method of Quimby was therefore merely a per- 
sonal belief with himself^ a familiar phase of mental 
suggestion^ similar in character to various methods 
based on mesmerism and animal magnetism (more re- 
cently called hypnotism). It was not based upon 
Principle^ was not scientific^ and did not attempt to 
explain the acts recorded in the Scriptures and com- 
monly denoted as miracles. 

While due credit must be given to Quimby as a 
sincere and courageous experimenter in the phenomena 
of magnetism^ no doubt should be permitted as to the 
essential nature of his practice. It was not what Mrs. 
Patterson later discovered as Christian Science, nor 
did it even contain the germ from which Christian 
Science could originate; neither does the fact that 
Mrs. Patterson was temporarily cured of physical ills 
of long standing by Quimby's method militate ag^ainst

lukker den f ra enhver likhet med Kristelig Videnskap^ 
▼ar den f orestilling at han som en personlighet knnde 
helbrede de syke^ at et helbredende magnetisk fluidom 
blev oTeriftirt fra ham selv til bans patienter. 

Oe som er blit nndervist i Kristelig Videnskap^ vet 
at personlighet^ det yil si^ totalsnmmen av de egen- 
skaper som ntgj^r et d^delig menneske^ aldrig kan 
▼aere en helbreder^ men at en materiel personlighet i 
rag sely repnesoiterer den falske og derfor onde anta- 
gelse om mennesket. Kristelig Videnskap beviser 
likeledes at aandelig helbredelse ikke skriver sig fra 
nogen okkolt, psykisk eller magnetisk indflydelse som 
en d^delig bar over en anden^ men fra den aandelige 
forstaaelse av Guds lov. 

Quimbys metode var derfor utelukkende en person- 
lig anskuelse hos ham^ en kjendt fase av mental sug- 
gestion^ der i karakter ligner forskjellige metoder som 
er bygget paa mesmerisme og dyrisk magnetisme 
(senere kaldt hypnptisme). Den var ikke bygget paa 
Princip^ var ikke videnskabelig^ og gjorde ikke fors^k 
paa at forklare de gjeminger som der berettes om i 
Den Hellige Skrift^ og som i almindelighet betegnes 
som mirakler. 

Mens man maa anerkjende Quimby som en oprigtig 
og modig forsker paa de magneUske fsenomeners 
omraade^ maa man ikke tillate nogen tvil med hensyn 
til den sande natur av bans praksis. Den var ikke 
hvad Mrs. Patterson senere opdaget som Kristelig 
Videnskap, og heller ikke indeholdt den den spire som 
Kristelig Videnskap kunde utvikle sig av. Den 
kjendsgjeming, at Mrs. Patterson blev midlertidig 
belbredet for mangeaarige legemlige lidelser ved hjselp 
av Qnimbys metode, taler heller ikke imot denne slut- 
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this conclusion^ nor indeed the further fact that Mrs. 
Patterson herself imagined Qnimbj to possess an 
understanding of God's law and was ready to pro- 
claim him as the discoverer of the true nature of 
the healing done in Bible times. The trend of 
her thought inevitably gave his practice a religious 
significance. 

Mrs. Patterson was deeply grateful for her relief^ 
but Mr. Quimby did not understand h&r religions 
explanation of his practice and Uiere seems to have 
remained in his mind only a confused belief that it 
was God as Principle who mesmerized. It was not 
imtil later years that Mrs. Patterson herself reached 
the scientific conviction that mesmerism was not of 
God and was only a false sense about true healing. 

In course of time Mrs. Patterson learned that the 
mesmeric magnetic meUiod of treating disease was in 
fact a subtle counterfeit of the true^ a method at once 
destructive to health and dangerous to character. For 
some years^ from the time of her relief from invalidism 
until her discovery of Christian Science in 1866^ she 
was apparently under the impression that the solution 
of true mental healing long sought by her was repre- 
sented by Quimby's method. In 186S and in 1864 
Mrs. Patterson wrote down her impressions of his 
system and turned over the manuscripts to hiin. In 
view of their collaboration Mrs. Patterson signed 
Quimby's name to these manuscripts^ and this gave 
rise in later times to the report of Quimby manuscripts 
being in existence from which Mrs. Patterson was 
assumed to have derived Christian Science.

nhig^ Idcesaalitt som den yderligere kjendsgjeming^ 
at Mrs. Patterson selv trodde at Qnimbj eiet en for- 
staaelse av Gads lov^ og var yillig til at erklsre ham at 
vaere opdageren av den helbredelses sande natur som 
bley f uldbyrdet i bibelske tider. Hendes tankers retning 
tilla nnndgaaelig bans praksis en religi0s betydning. 

Mrs. Patterson var i h0i grad taknemmelig for den 
opnaadde lindring; men Mr. Quimbj forstod ikke hen- 
des religiftee forklaring av bans praksis^ og der synes 
at ha vseret tilbake i bans sind kun en f orvirret anta- 
gelse om at det var Gnd som Princip der nt^vet mesme- 
ristisk indflydelse. Ff^rst i senere aar naadde Mrs. 
Patterson selv den videnskabelige overbevisning at 
mesmerisme ikke er av Gud^ men kun reprsesenterer 
et falsk begrep om sand helbredelse. 

I tidens 1^ laerte Mrs. Patterson at den mesmeri- 
stiske magnetiske metode for behandling av sygdom i 
virkeligheten var en skuffende efterligning av den 
sande^ en metode som samtidig var skadelig for sund* 
beten og f arlig for karakteren. I nogen aar^ fra hun 
var blit helbredet for sin sykelighet og til bun opdaget 
Kristelig Videnskap i 1866^ badde bon 0iensynlig den 
ansknelse at l^sningen av problemet, sand mental hel* 
bredelse^ som hun Isenge badde s^kt^ var fundet i 
Quimbys metode. I 1862 og i 1864 nedskrev Mrs. 
Patterson sine indtryk av bans system og overgav 
mannskriptene til ham. I betragtning av deres samar- 
beide nndertegnet Mrs. Patterson disse mannskripter 
ined Qoimbys navn^ og dette foranlediget senere den 
paastand at Qaimby^Le mannskripter eksisterte^ fra 
hvilke man antok at Mrs. Patterson badde utledet 
Kristelig Vid^iskap. 
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In 1864 Mrs. Patterson moTed to L,ynn, Massadm- 
setts^ with her husband^ who there opened an office 
and engaged in dental practice. Her health was nov 
good and she took an active part in life once more^ 
not only writing for the Lynn newspapers but also 
attending church and going out into society. 

Mrs. Patterson was returning home one evening 
from a meeting in the company of friends^ when she 
sustained an accident which was to become memorable 
by reason of its immediate result. The Lynn Reporter 
of February S, 1866^ made mention of the following: — 

"Mrs. Mary Patterson of Swampscott fell upon the 
ice near the corner of Market and Oxford Streets on 
Thursday evening and was severely injured. She was 
taken up in an insensible condition and carried into 
the residence of S. M. Bubier^ Esq.^ near by^ where 
she was kindly cared for during the night. Dr. Cush- 
ing, who was called^ found her injuries to be internal 
and of a serious nature, inducing spasms and internal 
suffering. She was removed to her home in Swamp- 
scott yesterday afternoon, though in a critical con- 
dition." 

Of this accident and her recovery Mrs. Eddy herself 
afterward published the following explanation in a 
chapter entided One Cause and Effect of hex bode 
"Miscellaneous Writings": — 

"St. Paul writes: Tor to be carnally minded is 
death; but to be spiritually minded is life and peace.' 
This knowledge came to me in an hour of great need; 
and I give it to you as death-bed testimony to the daj- 
star that dawned on the night of material sense. This 
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I 1864 flyttet Mrs. Patterson til Lynn^ Massadiu- 
setts^ med sin mand^ som der nedsatte sig som tand- 
laege. Hendes snndhetstilstand var nu god^ og hnn tok 
atter aktiv del i livet^ idet hun ikke alene skrev for 
ayisene i Lynn^ men ogsaa gik i kirken og deltok i 
selskapslivet. 

En aften da Mrs. Patterson vendte hjem fra etm0te 
sammen med nogen venner^ tilst0tte der hende et uheld 
der sknlde bli mindeveerdig paa gnind av sine umiddel- 
bare f^lger. Lynn Reporter for 3. februar 1866 
berctter herom f^lgende: 

^^Mrs. Mary Patterson fra Swampscott gled torsdag 
aften paa isen like ved hj0rnet av Market Street og 
Oxford Street og kom alvorlig tilskade. Hun blev 
l^ftet op i bevisstl0s tilstand og baaret til Mr. S. M. 
Bnbiers bus like i naBrbeten^ bvor bun fik en ombyg- 
gelig pleie om natten. Den tilkaldte Isege, Dr. Cusb- 
ing^ konstaterte en alvorlig indre beskadigelse^ med 
hvilken der fulgte krampe og indre lidelser. Hun 
blev igaar eftermiddag bragt til sit bjem i Swampscott 
trods den kritiske tilstand." 

Om dette ulykkestilfselde og sin belbredelse offent- 
liggjorde Mrs. Eddy senere f0lgende forklaring i sin 
bok ^^Miscellaneous Writings*' (Blandede skrifter) i 
et kapitel som kaldes En Aarsak og Virkning: 

^^Paulus skriver: ^Tbi kj^dets attraa er d0d^ men 
aandens attraa er liv og fred.' Bevisstbeten om dette 
kom til mig i en baard n0dens stund^ og jeg gir eder 
den som vidnesbyrd fra d0dsleiet om den morgen- 
St j erne som gik op over den materielle sanses nat. 
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knowledge is practical^ for it wronght mj immediate 
recoyery from an injury caused by an accident, and 
pronounced fatal by the physicians. On the third day 
thereafter, I called for my Bible, and opened it at 
Matthew ix. 2. As I read, the healing Truth dawned 
upon my sense; and the result was that I rose, 
dressed myself, and ever after was in better health 
than I had before enjoyed. That short experience 
included a glimpse of the great fact that I have since 
tried to make plain to others, namely. Life in and of 
Spirit; this Life being the sole reality of existence." 

We have already quoted Mrs. Eddy's words con- 
cerning this discovery, as contained in "Retrospection 
and Introspection." Taken in connection with the 
above description, her words show clearly the impas- 
sable gulf between Christian Science and any method 
of personal magnetic healing. Her recovery was due 
to the word of God, a spiritual illumination from the 
divine Mind, and in this sense was wholly impenSonal 
in its nature. 

Here, indeed, was the healing for which she had 
always striven, which she felt must be at hand did 
one only know how to realize its presence. Here at 
last was the ideal toward which her whole life had 
tended from her childhood experiences, her stout re- 
fusal to believe in a cruel God, her insistent conviction 
that Love is the liberator of mankind from all woe. 
This conviction had only been fortified by the measure 
of sorrow and suffering through which she had passed. 
Even her experience with the subtle counterfeit of 
spiritual healing had not disabled her from recognii- 
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Denne bevissthet er praktisk anvendelig; ti den be- 
Tirket min 0ieblikkelige helbredelse for en beskadi* 
gelse som bley foraarsaget Ted et ullykkestilfslde og 
ay Isgeme var blit erklaert for livsfarlig. Den tredje 
dag derefter bad jeg om min Bibel og slog op Mat- 
tsos 9 ''2' Eftersom jeg leeste gik den helbredende 
Sandhet op for min bevissthet; resultatet var at jeg 
reiste mig fra mit leie^ klsedte mig paa^ og siden stedse 
har vaeret ved bedre helbred end nogensinde f0r. Hin 
korte erfaring lot mig se et glimt av den store kjends- 
gjeming som jeg senere har pr0vet at klargj^re for 
andre^ nemlig Liv i og av Aand; ti dette Liv er tilvae- 
relsens eneste virkelighet." 

Vi har allerede citert hvad Mrs. Eddj skriver om 
denne opdagelse i ^^Retrospection and Introspection". 
Betragtet i forbindelse med ovenstaaende beskrivelse 
viser hendes ord tydelig den uoverstigelige kl0ft mel- 
lem Kristelig Videnskap og hvilkensomhelst personlig 
magnetisk helbredelsesmetode. Hendes helbredelse 
skyldtes Gads ord^ en aandelig oplysning fra det gad- 
donunelige Sind^ og i denne betydning var den av belt 
upersonlig art. 

Her var virkelig den helbredelse ban altid hadde 
strebet ef ter^ som bun f 0lte maatte vaBre for haanden 
hvis man kun visste hvorledes man skolde bli sig dens 
tilstedevaerelse bevisst. Her var endelig det ideal som 
hele hendes liv hadde straebet henimot fra hendes bam- 
doms oplevelser, hendes modige vaegring ved at tro paa 
en grnsom Grad^ hendes faste overbevisning om at 
Kjflerlighet befrier menneskeheten fra al lidelse. 
Denne overbevisning var knn blit styrket ved al den 
sorg og lidelse ban hadde gjennemgaat. Selv hendes 
erfaring med hensyn til den sknffende efterligning 
av aandelig helbredelse hadde ikke udygtiggjort hende 
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ing the real healing when it dawned upon her <soi 
sciousness. Thereafter she could never be decerv^ 
again^ never be in donbt as to what constituted ti 
healing of Bible times. Nor from the moment of 1^< 
discovery does she ever seem to have hesitated al>oi 
her manifest mission to give this truth to the wor ] 
and become the Founder as well as the Discoverer < 
Christian Science. 

It may be well to call attention at Uiis point to tJi 
fact that the use of mesmeric^ magnetic^ or hyp]xyt;i 
powers is not only harmful to the subject upon whoi 
they are exercised, but also reacts adversely upon tli 
hypnotizer himself. This method, being dependezi 
upon human will-power, eventually defeats its o'wi 
ends, and by magnifying self-will builds up eccen 
tricities, faults, and evil tendencies in human con 
sciousness instead of destroying them. Furthermore 
the use of will-power directed by the hypnotizer tc 
make his subject believe what the hypnotizer himseli 
does not believe, tends to make inroads upon the sia- 
cerity and eventually the honesty of such a practi- 
tioner. The constant practice of asserting mentally 
that the patients are well when they are believed to 
be ill, produces in course of time a dishonest state of 
mind, and cultivates the habit of making declarations 
without believing in their truth, but simply because 
they seem to be desirable. This unfortunate tendency 
might be still further elaborated, but it suffices to 
point to the experience of those who, though perhaps 
starting with the best of intentions, eventually find 
themselves engulfed in a sea of contradictions from 
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til at erkjende den virkelige helbredelse^ da den daem* 
ret for hendes bevissthet. Senere kunde hun aldrig 
mere la sig bedrage^ aldrig vsere i tvil om hvad der 
utgjorde de bibeLske tiders helbredelse. Heller ikke 
synes hun fra det 0ieblik av da hun gjorde sin opda- 
gelse^ nogensinde at ha vseret nviss angaaende sin 
aabenbare mission^ at gi denne sandhet til verden og 
bli grundlaeggeren saavelsom opdageren av Kristelig 
Videnskap. 

Det kan vcere paa sin plads nu at paapeke den 
kjendsgjerning^ at anvendelsen av mesmeriske^ mag- 
netiske eller hypnotiske krcefter ikke alene er skadelig 
for den de nt^ves paa^ men likeledes har en skadelig 
tilbakevirkning paa hypnotis^ren selv. Da denne me- 
tode er avhsngig av menneskelig viljemagt bevirker 
den tilslnt sin egen undergang^ og ved at oph^ie egen- 
viljen skaper den eksentricitet, feil og slette tilbji^ie- 
ligheter i menneskebevisstheten istedenfor at tilintet- 
gj^re dem. Endvidere virker anvendelsen av vilje- 
magt fra hypnotis0rens side for at faa objektet til at 
tro hvad han (hypnotis^ren) selv ikke tror^ skadelig 
paa den praktiserendes oprigtige sindelag og sluttelig 
paa bans srlighet. Den praksis^ stadig mentalt at 
hsevde at patientene er f riske^ naar man tror at de er 
syke^ frembringer i tidens l0p en uaerlig sindstilstand^ 
og f^rer til den vane at f remsaette paastande knn f ordi 
de synes at vsere f^nskelige^ og uten at man selv tror 
paa sandheten av dem. Meget lar sig endnu si om 
denne ulyksalige tilb0ielighet ; men det er tilstrcek- 
kielig at henvise til deres erfaringer som^ om de end 
maaske slog ind paa denne retning med de bedste hen- 
sigter^ sluttelig ser sig nedstyrtet i et hav av motsi- 
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whieh the understanding of the divine Mnid alone ca^ 
extricate them. 

The practice of Christian Science is the realisatioii tt( 
and recognition of the tmUi about God^ man^ and tiie ^ 
universe. It represents the very acme of sincerfty and ^ 
honesty. Nothing short of the truths the whole truth; ^ 
and nothing but the truth will satisfy its demands. "^ 
The pursuit of Christian Science practice therefore *5 
tends to establish and perpetuate a growing percep- ^ 
tion of the eternal facts of beings the spiritual realities ^ 
and entities of God's creation^ and clarifies thought as i 
it enthrones Truth. j^ 

In later years, when publishing her epoch-making -^ 
book "Science and Health with Key to the Scriptures/' ^ ^ 
Mrs. Eddy found herself obliged to insert a chapter ^ 
which in the more recent editions of that work appears ^j 
as Animal Magnetism Unmasked. In this chapter 'J] 
she lays bare the pernicious operation and unfortunate % 
effects of the use of this practice. f^ 

On page 108 she writes: "As named in Christian '} 
Science, animal magnetism or hypnotism is the specific ^ 
term for error, or mortal mind. It is the false belief i 
that mind is in matter, and is both evil and good ; that ^ 
evil is as real as good and more powerful. This belief ^ 
has not one quality of Truth. It is either ignorant or >i.^ 
malicious. The malicious form of hypnotism ultimates ^ 
in moral idiocy." \ 

This belief "that evil is as real as good and more ^fs 
powerful" Mrs. Eddy therefore stigmatizes as outside *^ 
the pale of truth and as destructive to the character of ^^ 
him who translates it into mental suggestion. ^ 
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Iser som alene forstaaelsen av det guddommelige 
nd kan redde dem f ra. 

Ut^velsen av Kristelig Videnskap bestaar i virkelig- 
0relsen og eriLJendelsen av sandheten om Gud^ 
ennesket og uniyerset. Den repraesenterer selve top- 
inktet av oprigtighet og serlighet. Intet mindre end 
indheten^ den hele sandhet^ og intet uten sandheten 
[fredsstiller dens fordringer. Bestraebelsen for at 
^ve Kristelig Videnskap bidrar derfor til at grand- 
isie og vedlikeholde en voksende erkjendelse av til- 
erdsens evige kjendsgjerninger^ de aandelige virke- 
2;heter og Taesener som Gud bar skapt^ og klargj^r 
nken eftersom den ssetter Sandhet paa herskersietet. 
Da Mrs. Eddy senere offentliggjorde sit epokegjfh 
nde Terk ^^ience and Health with Key to the 
^riptures"^ saa bun sig n0dsaget til at tilf0ie et 
ipitel der i de nyere utgaver av dette verk betegnes 
m ^^Dyrisk magnetisme" avsl^ret. I dette kapitel 
dsekker bun den fordservelige virkning og de ulyk- 
lige f 0lger av nt^velsen av denne fremgangsmaate. 
Paa side 103 skriver hnn: ,,I Kristelig Videnskap 
dyrisk magnetisme eller hypnotisme det saeregne 
tryk for vildfarelse eller d^delig sind. Den er den 
Iske antagelse at sind er i materie og er baade ondt 
I godt; at det onde er likesaa virkelig som det gode 
; nuegtigere end det gode. Denne antagelse eier 
ke en av Sandhetens egenskaper. Den er enten uvi- 
:nde eller ondskapsfuld. Den ondskapsfulde form 
r hypnotisme ender i moralsk idioti." 
Mrs. Eddy braendemerker derfor denne antagelse, 
it det onde er likesaa virkelig som det gode og maeg- 
»ere end det gode", idet bun erklaerer at den er uten- 
r sandhetens rike og virker tilintetgj^rende paa dens 
irakter der utnytter den som mental suggestion. 
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On page 106 of Science and Health she writes 
"Man's rights are invaded when the diriiw order is 
interfered with^ and the mental trespasser incurs tiie 
divine penalty due this crime." 

Many experiences both before and after her dis- 
covery of Christian Science impressed upon Mrs. 
Eddy the necessity for writing frankly and clearly 
upon the regrettable effects of hypnotism as she had 
observed them. 

Her experiences for the next ten years proved 
inexpressibly hard^ and one would gladly omit all 
chronicle of them^ did they not prove^ as perhaps 
nothing else can do^ the unquestioning attitude of 
her mind toward her mission. It must be understood 
that as the discovery of Christian Science is insepar- 
able from Mrs. Eddy's human experience^ so also is 
its development. 

Mr. Quimby died before the discovery of Christian 
Science. Then followed Dr. Patterson's desertion of 
his wife^ and Mrs. Patterson was obliged to secure a 
decree of divorce from him. Her father and mother 
having passed away^ she might naturally have gone 
to the home of her sister^ Mrs. Tilton^ but the sister 
made it a condition that she should forsake her uncon- 
ventional religious convictions^ and this Mary Baker 
was determined not to do. She turned now more and 
more to the elucidation of the meaning of her discovery 
and its practical application to human affairs. She 
chose poverty rather than ease^ and now began a life 
of involuntary wandering from one home to another, 
from one boarding-place to another^ the life of a sta- 
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Paa side 106 i ^^ience and Health" skriver hun: 
y^Menneskets rettigheter blir krsenket naar der gj^res 
ind^rep i den guddommelige orden^ og den mentale 
overtrseder paadrar sig den guddommelige straf som 
denne forbrydelse fortjener." 

Mange erfaringer som Mrs. Eddy gjorde baade {^ 
og efter sin opdagelse av Kristelig Videnskap^ lot 
hende se n^dvendigheten ay at skrive aapent og klart 
om de beklagelige f^lger av hypnotisme^ som hun 
hadde iagttat dem. 

Hendes erfaringer i l^pet av de naeste ti aar var 
Qsi^elig bitre^ og man kunde 0nske at f orbigaa dem i 
taushet^ hvis de ikke beviste^ som kanske intet andet^ 
hendes ubetingede tro paa sin mission. Det maa for- 
staaes at i like h^i grad som opdagelsen av Kristelig 
Videnskap er utviklingen av den uadskillelig fra Mrs,

Mr. Quimby d^de f^r opdagelsen av Kristelig 

Videnskap. Senere forlot Dr. Patterson sin hustru^ 

og Mrs. Patterson maatte s0ke skilsmisse fra ham. 

Da hendes far og mor var gaat bort^ vilde det natur- 

lige ha veret at hun hadde tat ind i sin s^sters^ Mrs. 

Tiltons^ hjem; men sffsteren satte som betingelse at 

hun skulde opgi sine awikende religif^se overbevis- 

ninger^ og dette var Mary Baker bestemt paa ikke 

^^ gj^fc* Hun beskjeftiget sig nu mere og mere med 

at belyse betydningen av sin opdagelse og med at an- 

vende den praktisk paa menneskelige forhold. Hun 

valgte f attigdom istedenf or gode kaar^ og nu begyndte 

et liv i ufrivillig vandring fra det ene hjem til det 

! andety fra det ene pensionat til det andet; hun ff^rte 
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dent searching the Scripiores^ nourishing her glorious 
discovery^ applying it where she was welcomed; 
sometimes loved and appreciated^ more often nusun- 
derstood and even traduced; healing the sic^^ trans- 
forming character^ and always writings writing that 
mankind at large might gain the spiritual revelation 
which had come to her. 

At first she may have thought that the world would 
instantly grasp this good news^ as eagerly as she her- 
self had done^ but she was soon to be undeceived as 
to any immediate readiness on the part of mankind to 
assimilate Christian Science. Here and there she found 
some one ready to listen. At first it was those in hum- 
ble circumstances who showed this predisposition. 

While she was boarding with a family of the name 
of Clark^ she met a Mr. Hiram S. Crafts and his wife. 
He was an expert workman in the shoe trade. Find- 
ing him ready to accept her teachings^ Mary Baker 
made him her first student^ and he was soon able to 
set up as a mental healer and prove the truth of what 
he had been taught for himself. 

As time went on she began to teach little classes of 
students. Some of these students fell away in the 
hour of test^ and Mary Baker had to experience many 
of those sudden antagonisms^ misunderstandings^ and 
controversies which at first were inexplicable to her^ 
but which later became apparent as the subtle work- 
ing of an innate resistance in human consciousness to 
the absolute facts of being. 

In 1870 Mary Baker finished a manuscript entitled 
"The Science of Man." She copyrighted thia manu- 
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en iorskers hv, fordypet sig i Den Hellige Skrift^ 
utviklet sin herlige opdagelse^ og anvendte den der 
hvor hiin var velkommen; undertiden blev ban elsket 
og paaskj^nnet^ oftere misforstaat og endog baktalt; 
hun helbredet den syke, bevirket forvandling i den 
menneskelige karakter og skrev stadig^ skrev for at 
hele menneskebeten skulde kunne naa frem til den 
aandelige aabenbaring som var blit bende til del. 

F0rst taenkte bun vel at verden 0ieblikkelig vilde 
gripe denne gode nybet^ likesaa ivrig som bun selv 
badde gjort; men bun skulde snart faa f^inene op for 
at mennei^ebeten ikke straks var beredt til at opta 
Kristelig Videnskap. Hist og ber fandt bun nogen 
som gjeme b0rte. Denne mottageligbet viste sig f^rst 
bos folk i beskedne kaar. 

Mens bun bodde bos en f amilie ved navn Clark^ blev 
hun kjendt med en viss Hiram S. Crafts og bans bustru. 
Mr. Crafts var arbeider i en skof abrik og meget dygtig 
i sit fag. Da Mary Baker fandt bam rede til at ta imot 
hendes Isere^ gjorde bun bam til sin f^rste elev^ og ban 
blev snart istand til at nedssM^te sig som mental belbre- 
der og selv bevise sandbeten ay bvad ban badde laert. 

I tidens l0p begyndte bun at undervise smaa klasser. 
Nogen av disse elever f aldt fra i pr^^velsens time^ og 
Mary Baker fik erfare mange av bine pludselige an- 
grep^ misforstaaelser og stridigbeter^ som f^rst var 
aforklarlige for bende^ men som bun senere erkjendte 
som det skjulte virke av en den menneskelige bevisst- 
het iboende motstand mot tilvaerelsens absolute kjends- 
gjerninger. 

I 1870 fuldendte Mary Baker et manuskript under 
titelen ^^Videnskapen om mennesket". Hun sikret sig 
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script^ but did not publish it immediatel j^ and evento- 
allj issued it as the chapter entitled Recapitulation in 
Science and Health. This may be accepted as the 
first scientific exposition of her discoyery made four 
years before. 

In 1875^ while residing in Lynn^ Massachusetts, 
Mary Baker finished her book Science and Health, 
placed it in the hands of a publisher^ and an edition 
of one thousand copies was issued. In that year also 
was made the first beginning of a Christian Science 
churchy when a number of her students united in in- 
viting her to hold meetings and preach to them every 
Sunday^ and subscribed a weekly salary for her. 

In 1877 Mary Baker Glover was married to Mr. 
Asa G. Eddy^ who^ being in bad healthy had been sent 
to her for treatment. She had healed him^ had taken 
him through one of her classes^ and had learned to 
trust him so thoroughly that she had placed many of 
her affairs in his charge. 

Some of Mrs. Eddy's students took umbrage at this 
transfer of her interests and a period of sin^^ular 
unrest ensued^ culminating in mutual recriminations 
among themselves and even in lawsuits^ and finally 
blossomed forth into a veritable conspiracy against 
Mr. Eddy. 

When this upheaval had passed away^ Mrs. Eddy 
began to lecture in Boston before audiences growing 
ever larger and more appreciative. Her home with 
Mr. Eddy provided her an atmosphere of peace and 
security for her teaching and healing work. 

The beginning of a Christian Science church made 
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forla^sretten til dette manaskript^ men offentliggjorde 
det ikke straks^ og slnttelig ntkom det som et kapitel 
kaldt ^Recapitulation" (Kort oversigt) i ^^Science 
and Health". Dette kan vel anses som den f^rste 
videnskabelige forklaring av hendes opdagelse^ som 
hun hadde gjort fire aar tidligere. 

I 1875 fuldendte Mary Baker under sit ophold i 

Lynn^ Massachusetts^ sin bok ^^cience and Health"^ 

overgav den til en forlsegger^ og et oplag paa tusen 

eksemplarer ntkom. I dette aar blev ogsaa den ff^rste 

begyndelse gjort til dannelse av en Kristelig Videnskaps 

kirke. En del av hendes elever enedes om at opf ordre 

hende til at avholde m^^ter og pr«dike for dem hver 

8^nd9g> og skj^ sammen til en ukentlig ^n til hende. 

I 1877 blev Mary Baker Glover gift med Mr. Asa G. 

£ddy^ som paa gmnd av daarlig helbred var blit sendt 

til hende for at faa behandling. Hun hadde helbre- 

det ham og latt ham gjennemgaa en av sine klasser^ og 

hadde l«rt at stole saa nbetinget paa ham at hun over- 

drog mange av sine anliggender til ham. 

Nogen av Mrs. £ddys elever tok anst^t av denne 
overdragelse av hendes interesser^ og der fulgte en tid 
av eiendommelig uro^ der kulminerte i gjensidige be- 
skyldninger^ ja endog processer^ og sluttelig utviklet 
der sig en sand sammensvsergelse mot Mrs. Eddy. 

Da disse forstyrrelser var over, begyndte Mrs. Eddy 
at holde f oredrag i Boston for en stadig st0rre og mere 
forstaaelsesfuld tilh^rerkreds. Hun hadde sammen 
med Mr. Eddy et hjem der sikret hende en atmosfsere 
av fred og ro til hendes undervisnings- og helbredel- 
sesverk. 
Den i 1875 grundede Kristelig Videnskaps kirke for^ 
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in 1875 had not snrviTed the disaffection of some of 
her students^ but in 1876 the Christian Scientist Asso- 
ciation was formed^ which fulfilled the needs of the 
times. In the Church Manual of The First Church 
of Christy Scientist^ in Boston^ there is a brief his- 
torical sketch recounting the different steps taken in 
building up the great organisation which is now repre- 
sented in all quarters of the globe. We read there: — 

"In the spring of 1879^ a little band of earnest 
seekers after Truth went into delU>erations over form- 
ing a church without creeds^ to be called the 'Church 
of Christ, Scientist' They were members of evangd- 
ical churches, and students of Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy 
in Christian Science, and were known as 'Christian 
Scientists.' " 

Mrs. Eddy was appointed on the committee to 
draw up the tenets of this Mother Church, a charter 
was obtained, and Mrs. Eddy accepted the call to 
become pastor of the new church. In 1892 a reorgani- 
zation of this church took place and the name adopted 
of "The First Church of Christ, Scientist," which it 
holds today. 

Services were held in Hawthorne Hall in Boston^ 
and in 1882 Mr. and Mrs. Eddy moved to that city, 
but Mr. Eddy did not long survive the change and 
died in that same year, and Mrs. Eddy once more 
faced the world alone in her efforts to establish Chris- 
tian Science upon a sure footing. 

At this time Mr. Calvin A. Frye entered Mrs. 
Eddy's service as her private secretary, and continued 
to perform valuable services for her in different ca- 
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mmwldft ikke at overlere misn^ien blandt enkelte av 
hendcs elever ; men i 1876 blev en Kristelig Videnskaps 
f orening dannet som diekket tidens behov. Loyboken 
for First Chnrch of Christ, Scientist, i Boston, inde- 
holder en kort historisk skisse, der beretter om de 
forskjellige skridt som blev tat for at opbygge den 
store organisatimi, som nn er repnesentert i alle ver- 
densdele.

^yVaaren 1879 skred en liten skare av alvorlige sand- 
hetss^kende til forhandling om dannelse av en kirke 
aleii trosbekjendelser, som skolde hete ,Charch of 
Christ, Scientist' (Kristi, Videnskapsmandens, kirke). 
De Tar medlenmier av evangeliske kirker saavelsom 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddys elever i Kristelig Videnskap, 
og var kjendt under navnet ,Kristelige Videnskaps- 
m«nd' (Christian Scientists)/' 

Mrs. £ddy blev valgt til medlem av den komite der 
sknlde opssette denne Moder-Kirkes trosssetninger, 
man erholdt et rettighetsbrev, og Mrs. Eddy fulgte 
opfordringen til at bli den nye kirkes pastor. I 1892 
fandt en omorganisering sted av denne kirke, og 
navnet „The First Church of Christ, Scientist" (Kristi, 
Videnskapsmandens, ffirste kirke) blev antat, et navn 
den f remdeles beerer. 

Gudstjenester blev hold i ,,Hawthorne Hall" i Bos- 
ton, og i 1882 flyttet Mr. og Mrs. Eddy til denne by; 
men Mr. Eddy overlevet ikke laenge forandringen og 
d0de samme aar, og Mrs. Eddy stod atter alene i sine 
bestrsbelser for at befaeste Kristelig Videnskap paa 
et sikkert grundlag. 

Paa denne tid traadte Mr. Calvin A. Frye i Mrs. 
Eddys tjeneste som hendes privatsekretaer, og fort- 
satte at yde hende vserdifulde tjenester i forskjelHge 
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pacities^ displaying throngfaout a loyalty and sdfless 
devotion worthy of the great came of Christian 
Science. 

In 1881 Mrs. Eddy opened the MassachnseUs 
Metaphysical College in Boston. Of this foundation 
she writes in the Preface of Scienee and HeaUh (p. xi), 
that it was accomplished "under the seal of the 
Commonwealth^" a law relative to colleges having 
been passed which enabled her to get this institution 
chartered for medical purposes. No charters were 
granted to Christian Scientists for sudi insUtutkHis 
after 1888^ and up to that date hers was the only 
college of this character which had been established 
in the United States^ where Christian Science was 
first introduced. Mrs. Eddy closed this college in 
1889 in order to devote herself to the revision of 
Science and Health, but retained her charter and 
reopened the college in 1899* 

In 1888 a little magazine made its appearance 
called the Journal of Christian Science. This maga- 
zine, of which Mrs. Eddy was the edit(»r and pub- 
lisher, became the official organ of the Christian 
Science church, under the title The Christian Science 
Journal. Many of Mrs. Eddy's articles in the Journal 
were later collected by her and issued as her book 
"Miscellaneous Writings." During this year abo 
Mrs. Eddy found herself constrained to sue a former 
student for the infringement of her copyright, and the 
United States circuit court in Boston sustained her 
plea and issued an injunction against the pirated 
works, ordering them put under the edge of th^ knife. 
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egenskaper; han viste belt igjennem en trofasthet og 
negnnyttig hengivenhct der var Kristelig Videnskaps 
store sak vserdig. 

I 1881 aapnet Mrs. Eddy Massachusetts metafy- 
siske institiit i Boston. Om denne grundlseggelse 
duiver hun i forordet til ,,Science and Health" (s. xi), 
at den blev faldbyrdet „nnder Rikets segl", da en lov 
med hensyn til universiteter var blit yedtat som satte 
hende istand til at faa dette institut antorisert til 
medicinske formaal. Ingen autorisation blev bevilget 
Kristelige Videnskapsmsend for saadanne instituter 
efter 1883^ og til dette tidspnnkt var hendes institnt det 
eneste av denne art som var blit grundet i de Forenede 
Stater^ hvor Kristelig Videnskap f^rst blev indf^rt. 
Mrs. £ddy lukket dette institut i 1889 for at vie sin 
tid til revision av ^^Science and Health"^ men beholdt 
sin autorisation og aapnet atter institutet i 1899* 

I 1888 utkom for f0rste gang et litet tidsskrift kaldt 

Journal of Christian Science (Kristelig Videnskaps 

Joamal). Dette tidsskrift, som Mrs. Eddy redigerte 

og utgav, blev Kristelig Videnskap-kirkens officielle 

organ under titelen The Christian Science Journal, 

Mange av Mrs. Eddys artikler i Joumalen blev senere 

sanolet av hende og utgit i bokf orm under titelen ,,Mis- 

cellaneous Writings". I If^pet av dette aar saa Mrs. 

eddy sig n^dsaget til at saks0ke en av sine tidligere 

elever for krsenkelse av hendes f orlagsret, og the United 

States circuit court ^ i Boston st0ttet hendes sak og 

avgav en kjendelse mot disse plagiater av hendes 

verker, og bestemte at de skulde bli tilintetgjort. 

♦ The United States circuit court var en domstol der hadde 
til behandlinfiT overtrndelse av forlacrsret, post — og toldsvigr 
etc. Den er nu ophsevet, og disse saker er benlagt under the 
district court. — Oyerssetterens anm. 
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Christian Science now began to spread to other 
parts of the United States^ even as far as California. 
In 1884 Mrs. Eddy spent a month in Chicago, initiat- 
ing thereby a far-reaching movement which soon per- 
meated the whole of the western field. On her return 
to Boston Mrs. Eddy continued to write and direct 
the various departments which she had founded. 

In 1887 she moved into a house of her own at 385 
Commonwealth Avenue. In 1888 she once more vis- 
ited Chicago^ this time to attend the National Chris- 
tian Scientist Association^ and made an address at tbe 
Central Music Hall before an audience of about four 
thousand. A year later Mrs. Eddy addressed an audi- 
ence in Steinway Hall^ New York, but thereafter 
withdrew more and more from public appearances. 

In 1879 Mrs. Eddy's son, George Glover, had been 
located by her in Minnesota, and upon her request had 
come to Boston to visit her, but he did not seem open 
to the reception of Christian Science teaching. In 
1887 he repeated the visit to his mother, this time 
bringing his children with him, and was affectionately 
received by Mrs. Eddy, who presaited the children to 
the congregation of The Mother Church. Her son 
soon returned to the West, and Mrs. Eddy, looking 
for some one to help her in her immediate surround- 
ings, conceived the idea of adopting as her son Dr. 
Ebenezer Johnson Foster, a former physician who had 
become interested in Christian Science, had received 
instruction in the college, and who resided with other 
students in Mrs. Eddy's household. 

From 1892 to 1908 Mrs. Eddy resided at Pleasant 
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Eriaielig Videnakap begyndte nu at ntlnvde tag til 
andre dde av de Fi»aiede Stater, ja oidog til Call- 
fonuen. I 18S4 tilbiagte Mrs. Eddj en maaned i 
CtucMgo, og gav derved st#tet til en vidtn^kende be- 
vaegebe dcr snart otbredke sig oTer hele Vestoi. Efler 
sin tilbakdbomst til Boston fortsatte Mrs. Eddj nn 
forfattervirksMnhet, samt ledet de forskjellige aTde- 
linger som hnn hadde grondet. 

I 1887 flyttet hnn ind i sit eget Ima, Commonwealtii 
Avemie 885. I 1888 bes^lcte hnn atter Chicago^ denne 
gang for at overvaere en sanunenkomst ay The Na- 
ti(Hial Christian Science Association (den nationale 
Kristelig Videnskaps forening)^ og holdt et foredrag 
i „the Central Music Hall" for ca. fire tosen tilh^rere. 
Et aar senere talte hun for en f orsamling i ^^teinway 
Hall", New York; men fra den tid av trak hun sig 
mere og mere tilbake fra offentligheten. 

I 1879 hadde Mrs. Eddys s0n George Glover ved 
hendes hjaelp bosat sig i Minnesota, og paa hendes 
bffn kom han til Boston for at bes0ke hende ; men han 
syntes ikke at v«re mottagelig for Kristelig Viden- 
skaps Isere. I 1887 gjentok han sit bes^ hos moren; 
han bragte denne gang sine bam med, og blev kjsrlig 
mottat av Mrs. Eddy, som presenterte bamene for 
Moder-Kirkens menighet. Hendes s0n vendte snart 
tilbake til Vesten, og Mrs. Eddy, der blandt sine ner- 
meste omgivelser saa sig om efter nogen der kunde 
hjaelpe hende, fik den ide at adoptere Dr. Ebenezer 
Johnson Foster ; denne var en f orhenvserende Isge som 
var blit interessert i Kristelig Videnskap, var blit 
undervist ved det metaf ysiske institut, og som sammen 
med andre elever bodde i Mrs. Eddys hus. 

Fra 1892 til 1908 bodde Mrs. Eddy paa Pleasant 
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View^ a house situated on the oatddrts of Co: 
New Hampshire^ on rising ground oyerlo<Jdng a 
expanse of hill and yallej. Here she spent 
fruitful jears perfecting the organisation of 
Christian Science church, supervising the vanMij 
means she had founded for placing her discoverj be- 
fore the public, writing occasional messages to tfat 
church, revising her writings to make her meamoi 
clearer, receiving visitors from all parts of the worU 
whither her teachings had penetrated, keeping ii 
close touch with her pupils who were occupying pos^ 
tions of trust, but ever withdrawing more and nio« 
from a merely personal sense of herself on the p^ 
of others, and discouraging any personal adulation 
which the beneficiaries of Christian Science might be 
inclined to place upon her. 

The Christian Science church which had originally 
met in Hawthorne Hall, then in Chickering Hidl, was 
now about to acquire a church building of its own. 
After some vicissitudes, a church occupying the tri- 
angle at the junction of Norway and Falmouth Streets, 
in the Back Bay district of Boston, was finished at the 
end of December, 1894, and dedicated in January; 

1895. 

Thus an era in the founding of Christian Science 
was closed, and a new and auspicious one opened upon 
the world, an era which was to be marked by a steady, 
irresistible development and extension of healing ac- 
tivities to all quarters of the globe. Mrs. Eddy's fol- 
lowers were now found among all classes of society 
and among the principal nations of the earth. Chris- 
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View, et hns i utkanien av Concord, New Hampshire, 
beliggende paa en skraaning med en vid ntsig^ over 
h^ider og daler.

tillidsposter. Hnn unddrog sig dog mere og mere 
andres rent personlige ff^lelse for hende og tilbake- 
Tiste al personlig smiger, som de der hadde mottat 
velgjeminger gjennem Ejristelig Videnskap, var til- 
b0ielige til at la hende bli tUdel. 

Kristelig Videnskap-kirken^ som oprindelig hadde 
avhdidt mf^ter i ^,Hawthome Hall" og derpaa i ,,Chick- 
ering Hall", holdt nn paa at skaffe sig sin egen kirke- 
bjgning. Efter nogen omskiftelser blev en kirke^ der 
optar det trekantede grundstykke hvor Norway Street 
og Falmouth Street stater sanmien, i Back Bay dis- 
triktet by Boston, fuldff^rt i slutten ay December 1894 
og indviet i Jannar 1895. 

Saaledes yar en tidsperiode i gmndlsggelsen ay 
Kristelig Videnskap aysluttet, og en ny og loyende tid 
oprandt, en tid som skulde udmerke sig yed en jeyn, 
nimotstaaelig ntvikling og utbredelse ay den helbre- 
dende yirksomhet i alle yerdensdele. Tilhsengere ay 
Mrs. Eddy fandtes nn blandt alle samfondsklasser og 
blandt de yigtigste nationer paa jorden. Kristelig 
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tian Science not only covered the United States 
Canada, but crossed the ocean to England, Ire! 
Scotland, and Wales. It began to do its works 
mental, moral, and physical regeneration, reealliag 
times of primitive Christianity, in Germany, Hoi 
France, Switzerland, Sweden, Norway, Russia, 
Italy. It followed the circle of British possessioi 
in all quarters of the globe. It crossed the Pi 
winning adherents through its works in the Hawaiii 
Islands, Japan, China, the Philippine Islands, ai 
other islands of the Pacific. It quickly found rece] 
tion in the great continent of Australia, where floi 
ishing churches and societies exist today. 4| 

During the Boer War it made its appearance it^ 
South Africa, and former antagonists in that war are 
now found working side by side in peace and amity 
under the inspiration of Christian Science, expressing 
by their conduct, in spite of racial and linguistic differ- 
ences, that brotherhood of man which comes from the 
spiritual understanding of the common fatherhood of 
the one and only God. 

One need not descant on the magnitude of this 
achievement in order to appreciate its importance in 
human affairs. The fruits of Christian Science speak 
for themselves. The development of Christian Science 
has not been limited to any particular line of expan- 
sion. It draws its followers from every class, from all 
manner of occupations, from people with or without 
previous religious training. Wherever the need mani- 
fests itself, there Christian Science gravitates to sup- 
ply the need. 
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Videnflkap utbredte sig ikke alene oyer de Forenede 
Stater og Kanada, men naadde over havet til England^ 
Irland^ Skotland og Wales. Den begyndte sit men-

Sverigey Norge, Rusland og Italien. Den fnlgte 
kredsen av britiske besiddelser i alle verdensdele. 
Den krydset det Stille Hav og vandt gjennem sine 
gjeminger tilhmngere paa de Havaijske 0er^ i Japan, 
Kina, paa Filii^ineme og andre av Stillehavsffeme. 
Den fandt snart mottagelse paa det store australske 
fastland hvor blomstrende kirker og samfnnd nu 
dLsisterer. 

Under boerkrigen kom den til Syd Afrika, og mend 
der under bin krig var motstandere, arbeider nu side 
om side i fred og venskap besjslet av Kristelig Viden- 
skaps aand, og trods forskjel i avstamning og sprog 
gir de gjennem sin f«rd uttryk for bint broderskap 
mellem menneskene der kommer fra den aandelige 
forstaaelse av at den ene og eneste Gud er alles Fader. 

Man beb^ver ikke at utbrede sig over stoorbet^i av 
dette verk for at bed^mme dets betydning i mouie- 
skelige forbold. Frugtene av Kristelig Videnskap 
taler for sig selv. Utviklingen av Kristelig Viden- 
skap er ikke blit boldt indenfor en bestemt grseme. 
Den vinder tilbaengere blandt alle samfundslag, inden 
ethvert virkefelt, blandt mennesker med eller uten 
fomtgaaende religi^st tankeliv. Hvorsombelst be- 
hovet viser sig, ditben drages Kristelig Videnskap for 
at avhjttlpe nfklen. 
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Mrs. Eddy establisked one by one the diff< 
means by which Christian Scienee is placed before 
public. She founded the periodicals of the de 
tion^ now issued by The Christian Science Publis 
Society, beginning with The Chriiiian Science Jam 
a monthly to which reference has already been 
Another monthly publication is Der Herold der Ch 
tian Science, printed in German. The Christian 
ence Sentinel is a weddy, puUished every Sa 
The Christian Science Quarterly cimtains the 
Sermons which are read at the Sunday se 
throughout the year in all the Christian Sci< 
churches. 

More recently Mrs. Eddy founded The Chris 
Science Monitor, a daily newspaper, published every 
afternoon except Sunday, described in the advertise- 
ment as "a daily newspaper for the home." It is * 
distinctive departure in journalism, making a spe- 
cialty, if one may so say, of the good in hum^ 
achievement. With a circulation reaching to all quar- 
ters of the globe, and correspond^its serving it in sU 
centers of civilization. The Christian Science Momtor 
is literally a world newspaper. Its policy of unself- 
ishness and deanliness not only gives it a warm wel- 
come among all classes of society, but gains for it the 
confidence of government offices at home and abroad. 

After the erection of The Mother Church edifice in 
Boston, church buildings began to spring up in diffe^ 
ent parts of the United States, and today are fouo^ 
in many parts of the world. Each church maintains » 
Christian Science reading-room, where tiie B&le and 
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Mrs. Eddy fastslog ett for ett de forskjellige midler 
Ted hvilke Kristelig Videnskap blir bragt frem for 
offentligheten.

(£jristelig Videnskaps Kvartalshefte) indeholder de 
tekster som aaret rundt blir opliest ved s0ndagsguds- 
tjenestene i alle Kristelig Videnskap-kirker. 

Noget senere grundet Mrs. Eddy The Christian 
Science Monitor (Kristelig Videnskaps Paamindec)^ 
et dagblad der utkommer hver eftermiddag undtagen 
s^ndag^ og som i annoncen blir betegnet som ^^et dag- 
blad for hj emmet". Denne avis angir en absolut ny 
retning for joumalistik^ idet den gjf^r til sin speciali- 
tety om man saa maa si^ at fremhaeve det gode i men- 
neskets virke. The Christian Science Monitor bar 
abonnenter i alle verdensdele og korrespondenter i 
alle st^rre stasder i de civiliserte land^ og er derfor 
bokstavelig en verdensavis. Dens uegnnyttighets og 
renhets politik gjf^r den ikke alene til en velkommen 
gjest i alle samfundslag^ men vinder ogsaa tillid i 
fegjeringskontorer i ind- og utland. 

Efter opf0relsen av Moder-Kirkens bygning i Bos- 
Ion, begyndte kirkebygninger at vokse op i forskjellige 
dele av de Forenede Stater^ og nu kan man finde dem 
i mange dele av verden. Hver kirke holder et Kris- 
telig Videnskaps laesevsrelse, hvor Bibelen og Mrs. 
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Mrs. Eddy's woi^ may be read free of charge, oi 
purchased if desired. It is an impressive sight to ento 
these rooms^ generally situated in the business dis 
tricts of the cities and towns, and find men and nvomei 
taking advantage of their spare hours to refresh them- 
selves with spiritual food. 

Mrs. Eddy also saw the need of correcting the erro 
neous and ignorant impressions of Christian Science 
which crept into the columns of the public newspapers 
and periodicals. She therefore instituted a committee 
on publication in connection with The Mother Church 
Committees on publication exist in the different stateSj 
and in foreign countries where Christian Science i^ 
established. These committees are doing an educai 
tional work of great value. The same may be said o^ 
the board of lectureship, likewise instituted by Mrs. 
Eddy, consisting of Christian Scientists who are spe- 
cially qualified to present the subject of Christian 
Science. On this board there are former judges, cler- 
gymen, physicians, and literary men, some of whom 
have had large experience in public affairs. 

The services of the Christian Science church are 
strikingly simple. Instead of a personal semM>n, s 
Lesson-Sermon is read, which consists of verses from 
the Scriptures and correlative passages from the Chris- 
tian Science text-book, the pastor of the Christian Sci- 
ence church being the Bible and Science and Health. 
There are two readers in every church. Every branch 
church is self-governing and self-supporting. 

The teaching of Christian Science is in the hands 
of those who have had personal instruction from Mrs. 
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fiddjs verker kan Iseses nten godtgj0relse^ eller faaes 
ilkj^ps. Det gj0r et dypt indtryk paa en^ at trsede 
\nd i disse laesevaerelser i almindeligliet beliggende i 
byens forretningsstr^k^ og finde msend og kvinder der 
benytter sine ledige timer til at forfriske sig med 
aandelig f^e. 

Mrs. Eddy saa ogsaa n^dvendigheten av at berigtige 
feilagtige og uvidende opfatninger av Kristelig Viden- 
skap det sneg sig ind i de offentlige avisers og tids- 
skrifters spalter. Hun oprettet derfor en publika- 
tionskomit6 i forbindelse med Moder-Kirken. Publi- 
kationskomit^er eksisterer i de forskjellige stater og 
i fremmede land hvor Kristelig Videnskap er befanstet. 
Disse komit^er utf^rer en opdragende gjeming av stort 
vaerd. Det samme kan sies om utvalget av foredrags- 
holdere, der likeledes er oprettet av Mrs. Eddy, og 
bestaar av Kristelige Videnskapsmsend som er saerlig 
skikket til at fremstille emnet Kristelig Videnskap. I 
dette utvalg er der f orhenvaerende dommere, geistlige, 
laeger og forfattere, og enkelte av dem har hat rik 
erfaring i offentlige anliggender. 

Gudstjenesten i Kristelig Videnskap-kirken er paa- 
faldende enkel. Istedenfor en personlig prcediken 
blir der oplaest en tekst som bestaar av avsnit fra 
Bibelen og tilsvarende steder fi^ Ejristelig Videnskaps 
tekstbok. Kristelig Videnskap^kirkens pastor er saa- 
ledes Bibelen og ,,Science and Health". Der er to 
forelfiBsere i hver kirke. Hver avdelingskirke styrer 
og opholder sig selv. 

Undervisning i Kristelig Videnskap ligger i bm- 
dene paa dem som personlig er blit andervist av Mrs. 
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Eddy herself or have passed through the Metapkya%| 
ical College as reopened by her. Every possible car^ 
is taken to protect this teaching from perversion an^j 
to ensure for mankind the unalloyed benefits of pure 
Christian Science. 

In 1902^ the edifice of The Mother Church having 
long since outgrown the demands upon it, a vote was 
passed at the annual meeting to raise any part of twa 
million dollars required for the building of a larger 
church edifice. This new building, seating five thou- 
sand people, was dedicated in 1906. Six services 
were held on the day of dedication, with some thirty 
thousand Christian Scientists in attendance from all 
parte of the world. 

One of the distinctive features of the Christian 
Science church is its Wednesday evening meetings. 
These meetings are held in all Christian Science 
churches the world over, and they give an opportunity 
for testimonies and experiences as to the works of 
Christian Science. On the occasion of the Wednesday 
evening meeting after the dedication of the enlarged 
Mother Church, testimonies were given by men and 
women from all over the civilized world as to the over- 
coming of all manner of sin, sickness, calamity, and 
incapacity. It was a veritable paean of praise for the 
efficacy of Christian Science in saving and curing. 

Shortly after the completion of the new church edi- 
fice, it was recognized iliat the buildings which had 
been temporarily fitted up to serve as a publishing 
house for the use of The Christian Science Publishing 
So^ety, could no longer meet the requirements of the 
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Iddy, eller som har gjennemgaat det metafysiske 
Bsiitat som igjen blev aapnet av hende.

Da rummet i Moder-Kirkens bygning i land tid 
badde vist sig utilstraekkelig, blev det paa det aarlige 
m^ i 1902 besluttet at reise en sum av optil $2,000,000 
der kraevedes til opf^relsen av en st^rre kirkebygning. 
DeBne nye bygning^ der har sitteplads for fern tusen 
lersoner, blev indviet i 1906. Seks gudstjenester 
Uev avholdt paa indvielsesdagen, og ea. tredive tusen 
iristelige Videnskapsmaend var tilstede f ra alle dele 
ay verden. 

Eiendommelig for Kristelig Videnskap-kirken er 
dens onsdags aftenmf^ter. Disse m0ter avholdes i alle 
Kristelig Videnskap-kirker verden over, forat der 
skal vaere anledning til at gi og h0re vidnesbyrd om 
Kristelig Videnskaps virke. Ved det f^rste ondsdags 
aftenm^te efter indvielsen av den utvidede Moder- 
Kirke blev vidnesbyrd git av maend og kvinder fra 
hele den civiliserte verden om overvindelse av alle 
arter av synd, sygdom, ulykke og udygtighet. Det 
var en sand lovsang over Kristelig Videnskaps frel- 
sende og helbredende virkduraft. 

EMi efler fuldendelsen av den nye kirkebygning 
kom num til erkjendelse av at de bygninger som mid- 
lertidig Var blit indredet for Christian Science Pab- 
lishing Society^ ijcke konger dcekket bei^gekens behov. 
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field. A new publidiuig house was erected opposil|^ 
the cfanrch on St. Paul Street^ and this tmildin^ ht^ 
been continiially enlarged as the growing demands «■ 
the periodicals have called for more room. Especially 
since the founding of The Christian Science Monito^ 
has this process of growth been accelerated. Thi 
newest appliances are in use throughout the building^^ 
which is pronounced without a superior in the quality 
of equipment. ^ 

More recently still, the vacant ground lying betrwee^^ 
the church and Huntington Avenue has been converted , 
into a park with the characteristics of a sunken gardew^ 
This is now admitted to be one of the beauty spots oiP^ 
Boston; so that the original church edifice built at tb^^ 
intersection of Norway and Falmouth Streets has no^h 
grown to cover the whole area as far as St. * Paul in 
Street, and finds itself met on the other side of Sf^^u 
Paul Street by a constantly expanding publishin||^ 
house. 

As a material manifestation of the growth of Chrift^. 
tian Science, this process is interesting and significanfy t 
but the fundamental cause of tiie enlargement c&vr^ 
only be explained by one word, and that word is^^f 
healing, using the word in its broadest sense. By thc"^ 
healing accomplished through Christian Science the<(fs 
cause of Christian Science has expanded to the endsiteji 
of the earth. In reality all the ackivHies of the Chris- i^j 
tian Science organiaation are directed toward thci^^ 
proof by present demonstration of the saving and^ 
healing power of spiritual understanding. The woA^

Endna senere er tomten mellem kirken og Hunting- 
bn Avenue blit forvandlet til en park med sa^nkede 
fnesplaeiier. Denne anerkjendes nu som et av de 
ikjffnneste steder i Boston. Den oprindelige kirke^ 
Vgning ved krydset av Norway Street og Falmouth 
Street bar saaledes vokset saa den nu daekker det hele

St Paul Street finder vi forlagsbygningen der stadig 
BtWdes. 

Som en materiel tilkjendegivelse av Kristelig Vi- 
(ienskaps vekst er denne fremgang interessant og be- 
trdningsf uld ; men grundaarsaken til utvidelsen kan 
hin f orklares med ett ord, og dette ord er helbredelse, 
i ordets mest omfattende betydning. Ved de helbre- 
delser som er utff^rt gjennem Kristelig Videnskap, bar 
Kristelig Videnskap-bevaegelsen utbredt sig til jor- 
dens ender. I virkeligheten er bele Kristelig Viden- 
skap-organisationens virksombet rettet mot det maal

belbredende kraft gjennem demonstrationer her og 
QQ. Dens tusener praktiserendes virke^ dens guds- 
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and meetings^ its reading-rooms^ its lectures^ its teadi*!

convejing to public consciousness the healing tmtiU 
about God^ man, and the universe. This work is there^ 
fore benefiting all mankind, and not a single indi* 
vidual, not a single profession, not a single legitimate 
interest can be threatened by the spread of Christian 
Science, but all are blessed by the clearer understand- 
ing of tiie eternal facts of being which are leavening 
human consciousness. 

It only remains now to refer briefly to the closing 
episodes of Mrs. Eddy's activities on earth. 

While living in comparative retirement at Pleasant 
View, Concord, New Hampshire, she gradually with- 
drew her personality from the view of most of her ' 
followers, but she was nevertheless exceedingly busy 
with matters of great moment to the cause. 

It became the custom for Mrs. Eddy to write a 
message to The Mother Church on the occasion of 
the annual communion service in June, on receipt of 
which the members, through a committee, would send 
an expression of gratitude and loyalty. Some of Mrs. 
Eddy's shorter messages appeared in "Miscellaneous 
Writings," but the later ones were published sepa- 
rately, generally being printed first in the daily news- 
papers and thus receiving an immediate circulation to 
all parts of the United States. The complete list of' 
Mrs. Eddy's writings is indicative of her extraordi-! 
nary productivity as a writer, when considered in thej 
light of her constant duties of administration and I 
consultation.

On several occasions Mrs. Eddy invited the Chrisi 
tian Scientists who had gathered in Boston for the 
annual communion to visit her at Pleasant View. ThiJ 
was done in 1895, in 1897, and for the last time ii 
1903, when Mrs. Eddy addressed a multitude number 
ing many thousands from the balcony of her house. | 

But the Discoverer and Founder of Christian Sd 
ence needed seclusion and peace for her special woA^ 
and it would have been supposed that the world wouI<^ 
have gladly conceded this to her in her advancinj 
years. It is regrettable to be obliged to record th»^ 
the representatives of a New York newspaper per^l 
sisted in intruding upon her retirement and thet] 
spread outrageous misrepresentations concerning her 
It was necessary for Mrs. Eddy to have a mass oi 
affidavits collected refuting these misrepresentationftij 
and to submit to an interview with some fifteen new«^is 
paper men and women in the presence of her banker^ 
her lawyer, the Mayor of Concord, and some memberfili 
of The Moilier Church. The newspaper men wert 
then taken all over the house and were shown the e#' 
dences of her simple home life. ^

Foniten de allerede nievnte verker er Mrs. Eddy 
forfatterinden av „Pulpit and Press" (Prsekestol og 
presse), „Unity of Good" (Det godes enhet), „No 
and Yes" (Nei og ja), ^Christian Healing" (Kristen 
helbredelse), „The People's Idea of God" (Menne- 
skenes begrep om Gud), ^Christian Science versus;

Ved forskjellige anledninger indb0d Mrs. Eddy de 
Eristelige Videnskapsmaend som hadde indfundet sig i 
;Boston til den aarlige kommunion, til at bes0ke hende 
))aa Pleasant View. Dette skedde i 1895, i 1897 og 
for sidste gang 1 1903, da Mrs. Eddy fra balkonen 
jtaa sit hus talte til en skare paa mange tusen. 

Men opdageren og gmndlaeggeren av Kristelig 
Videnskap traengte stilhet og fred til sit specielle 
irbeide, og man skulde kunne formode at verden med 
flaede vilde ha indr0mmet hende dette i hendes frem- 
skredne alder.

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Mrs. Eddy was farther attacked by a suit in the 
name of her own son and some associates to have her 
adjudged incapable of managing her own affairs. 
This suit, after dragging a weary length for almost 
a year, was suddenly withdrawn by the complainants. 

In 1908 Mrs. Eddy decided to leave Pleasant View 
and took a house in Chestnut Hill, a suburb of Boston, 
where she quietly passed away in the winter of 1910, 
full of years and good works, greatly beloved by a 
multitude of men, women, and children in all parts 
of the world, who have been redeemed and healed by 
her teachings. 

The development of Christian Science is proceeding 
in a normal and natural way according to the lines 
laid down, not only winning adherents to itself, but 
also enjoying the growing good will of men and na- 
tions by reason of its beneficent effect on individual 
and collective health. 
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Der bley endvidere indledet en proces mot Mrs. 
Eddy i hendes egen s0ns og nogen medinteressertes 
navn for at faa hende d0int udjgtig til at styre sine 
egne affaerer. Denne proces drog ut naesten et helt aar^ 
og blev saa pludselig haevet f ra klagernes side. 

I 1908 besluttet Mrs. Eddy at forlate Pleasant 
View og overtok et hus i Chestnut Hill, en forstad til 
Boston, hvor hun rolig vandret bort vinteren 1910, rik 
paa aar og gode gjerninger, h0it elsket av en stor 
skare av maend, kvinder og bam i alle dele av verden, 
som gjennem hendes Isere er blit forl^st og helbredet.
